YELLOWKNIFE (CP) — The 45-ycar- 
nld pilot who survived 32 days in the 
frozen arctic wastelands was described 
Saturday night by a doctor as in “ex¬ 
cellent condition” for someone who had 
been through so much. 

“The way he felt he could have gone 
on quite a while longer,” eaid Dr. War* 
ren Harrison of the Canadian Forces. 

He said Hartwell suffered fractures of 
the ankle, knee and nose in the crash. 

However, the pilot managed well in the 
following 32 days despite his injuries and 
suffered no frostbite or exposure, the 
doctor said. 

When picked up Saturday by heli¬ 
copter, Hartwell was clad in a parka, 
three paii-s of heavy overalls, a heavy 
set of long underwear and a heavy vest. 

“He was so thankful to see that plane 


he went down on his knees to go out and 
meet them.” 

Harrison said the pilot apparently ate 
some lichens growing under the snow 
near the plane and dextrose, a form of 
pure sugar, from the supply, kit of the 
nurse died in the crash. 

Harrisim said tiie pilot lost consider¬ 
able weight and was fed a first hospital 
meal of baby food — pureed chicken, 
mixed vegetables and banana custard. 

The doctor said Hartwell was able to 
keep plenty of fluid in his body by eating 
snow. 

"Water was much more important 
than food.” 

Harrison said Hartwell may have 
some problems with the fractures in his 
limbs because they had already started 
to heal in the wrong position. A surgeon 
had been called in to help decide what to 
do. 




Clairvoyant Saw’ 
Arctic Rescue Site 


EDMONTON (CP) — PUot 
Martin Hartwell’s location in 
the Arctic was described ac¬ 
curately by a clairvoyant tlie 
night before he was rescued, 
a spokesman for Gateway 
Aviation Ltd. said Saturday. 

Doifg Rae. Gateway’s man- 




ager and Hartwell’s employ¬ 
er. said the clairvoyant de¬ 
scribed a river and the ter¬ 
rain near where the downed 
plane was found. 

The area described was 
only a few miles from where 
Hartwell was found by Cana- 
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diari Forces search airciafl. 
said Rae. 

The clairvoyant lives in Ed¬ 
monton, but refused to he 
identified. 

Rae said Hnrlwcll would 
have Seen found without the 
clairvoyant. .\ regularlv- 
schcdulcd'armed forces flight 
picked up a .signal from a 
crash pisition indicator 
Thursday and it was only a 
matter of time before search 
aircraft found him. 

Reports of the distress sig¬ 
nal were not made public, 
however. 

Gateway received about 30 
calls from clairvoyants during 
the month-long search, he 
said, but only the Kriria.v 
night caller was accurate. 

The clairvoyant also told 
Rae it appeared that two per¬ 
sons were alive at the scene. 

•They (the clairv'oyant) 
were awfully close. Really 
close.’’ 

Rae said that if the distress 
signal had not been received, 
the searchers would have 
used the information from the 
clairvoyant to find Hartwell.

YELLOWIOMIFE, N.W.T. (CP)—Martin Hail- 
wcll, the pilot who survived 32 days out on the frozen 
Arctic wasteland, sat up in his hospital bed Saturday 
night and described how his companions died one by 
one. 

Hartwell, a native of West Germany with two 
years northern flying experience, was the only one of 
four persons to survive after their twin-engined 
Beechcraft disappeared Nov. 8 during a mercy flight. 

Canadian Forces aircraft — which at one point 
were called off the search because it appeared hope¬ 
less— spotted the wi'eckage of the plane Saturday 
morning, just south of (3reat Bear Lake, about 500 
miles north of Edmonton. Hartwell was standing be¬ 
side the aircraft and was holding a flare. 

Nurse Died in Cra^h 

Later he told a spokesman for Gateway Aviation, 
his employer, that one of the three passengers, Judith 
Hill, a 27-ycar-old English nui*se working for the 
northern health service, died in the crash. 

An E]skimo woman, Necmee Nulliayok who had 
been suffering labor complications, died a few days 
later, he said. 

David Kootook, a 14-year-old Eskimo boy be¬ 
lieved to have been suffering an attack of appen¬ 
dicitis, survived for 23 days, the pilot said, but then 
suddenly appeared to lose strength. 

Hartwell was quoted as saying the Eskimo boy 
died shortly after a plane passed almost directly over¬ 
head but did not spot them even though they had a 
fire burning. 

Missed Radio Beacon 

The pilot also told the Gateway representative 
that his plane worked perfectly. However, for some 
unexplained reason, he said, the radio beacon at Cont- 
woyto Lake, 230 miles east of Great Bear Lake, was 
missed. That’s when he started to go off course.

Franklin and Fort Reliance but received nothing from 
his destination of Yellowknife, 

The Gateway spokesman said it could not be 
immediately explain^ why the plane went down. 

A Canadian forces spokesman said the craft was 
“heavily damaged” but could provide no details. 

Hartwell was flown here from the rescue site by 
anned forces helicopter after a para-medical team 
was parachuted in. Reporters were not allowed near 
his room, but a doctor said he was in excellent condi¬ 
tion considering his long time in isolation. 

The doctor said both Hartwell’s ankles and one 
knee were fractui-ed. 

MUlion-Dollar Search 

The downed aircraft, owned by Gateway Aviation 
Ltd. of Edmonton, had been the object of one of the 
most extensive searches in Canadian aviation history. 
Armed forces spokesmen have said the search cost 
more than $1 million. 

The search, had been suspended less than three 
weeks after it started, but was resumed three days 
later on the orders of Defence Minister James 
Richardson. The suspension announcement had 
created a wave of protest from friends of the missing 
party and other concerned people.

CA.MPBELL RIVER In 
one of the biggest upsets on 
Vancouver Island during Sat¬ 
urday’s municipal elections, 
Campbell River voters 
dumped all tliree of their in¬ 
cumbent school trustees, 
electing instead three new¬ 
comers to municipal politics. 

The results left in doubt the 
questions uf what may happen 
to the district’s controversial 
senior high school and possi¬ 
bly even to its former prin¬ 
cipal John Young. 

With throe generally pro- 
Young candidates and three 
generally anti-Young can¬ 
didates running for the three 
available seats on the seven- 
man board, the election had 
been billed as a contest which 
would show how much sup¬ 
port the board had hv its fir¬ 
ing of Young last September. 

But when the results were 
in, both the two anti-Young in¬ 
cumbents and the one prrv 
Y^oung incumbent had gone 
down to defeat. 

Board'' riVftIrman Hamid 


Newman ran last of the si,\ 
candidates, polling only 1.'226 
votes. He Nsas one of the anti- 
Y’oung group. 

The other two incumbents 
were only one \ote apart, 
with anti-Young Ray Sharpe 
gaining 1.408 votes to pro- 
Y’oung Janet Evans’ 1,407. 

Topping the polls was Dot 
Andrews, who is considered to 
be one of the anti-Young 
group, ^he gained 1,577 votes, 
and was closely followed by 
Roi Smith with 1.495 and 
Gerry Sinnott with 1,477. 

Both Smith and Sinnott are 
considered to lie somewhat 
sympathetic to Y’oung, and 
Sinnott has acted as his law¬ 
yer in some of his difficulties 
with the school board. 

The vote left open the ques¬ 
tion of %vhat split the boprd 
will take over controversial 
questions next year, particu¬ 
larly those involving Xoupg or 
the operation of the high 
school.

Weather was a ma.H)r factor 
in the search. l»w' clouds, ice 
fog and the notorious Arctic 
whiteouts often hampered the ' 
search. The whiteouts are 
caused by loose snow being 
whipped abnit the rolling 
northern plains by strong 
winds. 

Temperatures in the north 
at this time or year can go as 
low as »>0 below zero, not in¬ 
cluding the wind chill factor. 

At one point during the 
search, the temperature in 
the Contwovio Lake area was 
more than 10 degrees l>elow. 

Rocky outcroppings are the 
only nature shelter on the de‘i- 
•ol.ale plains. There is no wood 
for fuel. The only trees are 
dwarf l»u.shes which are few 
and far between. 

Other per.stms ha\e sur¬ 
vived almost two month.s in 
the .Xrctic winter. In Fehru- 
aiy. 19HT. pilot Rol>ert C'.nii- 
chie. then .39. survived .'iS da vs 
alone near the .\rrtic ('ircle.

'FHERE IS NO FOOL like an old prairie 
dog with a short memory. 

Rant a little about what we are putting u|> 
with weatherwise and wait for the phone to 
ring. It •did, many times. Many times the 
voiefs on the other end charged, in so many 
words, that my blood had turned thin, that 
my mind had become fallowed with the 
balmy living on our Island. 

‘If.s brisk and invigorating.” one caller 
babbled, ".just like a fine winter day on the 
Prairies.” 

The reply is obvious. His brain was frozen 
long ago by too murh prairie exposure. His 
memory faculties are hardened. His recall 
would have trouble bringing events of last 
summer into sharp focus. 

STRICTLY for the benefit of those prairie 
ijnmigrants afflicted with frost-bite of the 
thinking process, let me detail all the joys of 
winter living on the Prairies they are miss¬ 
ing. 

.Start with that late night exercise de¬ 
signed to get them i-olling in the morning. 
Bundle u|> for a quifk trip to the garage, car- 
l*ort or frv)nt curb «contrary to popular behof. 
there are some prairie homes without benefit 
of either garage or can>ort) to plug the bUx-k 
heater on die family auto into the electric 
outlet. This is not really a guarantee that the 
engine will start in the cold dark of the 
morning, hut without it. forget it entirely. 

STEP 01 T onto hardpan snow that fairly 
crackles on a .35 below morning and offer up 
a short prayer the block heater did its work. 
If not in a garage, spend the ne.xt ton frigid 
minutes .sc raping beautiful ice fintterns off 
all windows of the car. The best window 
defroster in the world is useless. Like heating 
an outdoor privy with a candle. 

These chores aside. Icxik forward to hump¬ 
ing along nitted roads cw scpiare tires, made 
that way by the |>enetrating frost that knows 
no harrier.

Underwood said Schmitt 
had made ma,jor observations 
and photographs of the north¬ 
east coast of South America, 
South Africa, Madagascar, 
Australia and Antarctica. 
Those areas have been pho¬ 
tographed only a few times- 
from space. 

“His observations , of An¬ 
tarctica were fascinating,” 
Underwood said. “He said he 
could delineate the difference 
between the land and sea, be¬ 
tween the solid and pack ice. 
I hope the pictures he took 
will show the delineation. 
We’ve never seen that. 


“His training is very valu-” 
able. He knows where to look. 
He knows the geological sig¬ 
nificance of these areas. He’s 
making a major contribution 
up there.” 

Underwood said Schmitt 
had taken 101 pictures of geo^ 
logic formations even before 
the flight plan required him ta 
get his camera out of storage. 

“He probably photographed 
4 to 5 million square miles of 
land and ice in Antarctica 
alone,” Underwood said. 
“He’s taken several hundred 
pictures.”

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Minimum Security? 


Yy/HATEVER BECAME of that prisoner rehabili- 
^ tation plan they were talking about last 
spring? You know, that extra far-out “treat ’em 
kindly” one the federal government proposed, 
where convicts would go to live with old-age pen¬ 
sioner instead of having to stay in nasty old jails. 
H went into the incinerator, of course. It was an 
absurd suggestion. How could there be certainty 
that the old people wouldn’t be stolen blind, or 
woi*se? 

Not quite as far out, although it is becoming a 
matter of deep concern to law-abiding citizens who 
look to the government for protection from those 
who have walked the paths of crime, is the mini¬ 
mum security prison plan. It had something going 
for it from the beginning; still has, as far as that 
goes. But qver increasing numbers of inmates are 
ridding themselves of these places. And more often 
than not they are picked up a.s the result of further 
acts of lawlessness. Most of them are petty, admit¬ 
tedly. but'that doesn’t make them acceptable. 

" it has reached a point where little confidence 
is held, if there ever was a great deal, in the federal 
government as far as its prison reforms and ad¬ 
ministration of theni are concerned. 

Emphasis should be placed on the administra¬ 
tion, it would seem, in the failing minimum securi¬ 
ty operation. This might be taken from the re¬ 


marks made by Victoria Judge William Ostler in 
dealing recently with yet another escaper from the 
William Head “correctional” facility. 

“I can’t understand these escapes," he said to 
the latest of the walk-away prisoners appearing 
hofpro him. “You seem to think it’s a form of 
parole, and it’s not. An increasing number of you 
seem to think you can come and go as you please." 

He said further that the concept of minimum 
security “is being profoundly misunderstood by a 
number of convicts, and the whole thing is being 
abused.” 

It certainly is, with 32 escapes from William 
Head alone this year, a fact confirmed by the 
RCMP. 

In appearing to lay the blame on the convicts 
themselves. Judge Ostler must have been looking 
beyond them to where it obviously rests — the 
screening and selection of piisonera for minimum 
security treatment. Whether it’s the method used 
or the calibre of personnel employed, or a combina¬ 
tion of both, there are far too many chosen who 
should not be there — who should not even have 
been considered. 

Unless there is some early “smartening up” in 
this regal'd, minimum security could go the way of 
the “pensioner-warden’’ plan. 


Ring Around a Smoker 


r NON-SMOKERS, if not the puffers, the quot¬ 
ed statement of the tobacco company repre¬ 
sentative seems appropriate. “Going like hell” fills 
the government bill requiring health warnings on 
all packs of cigarettes, although that wasn’t what 
he was talking about exactly. It was the frantic 
scurrying the tobacco firms say they are having to 
do in order to comply with the order. They haven’t 
been able to round up all of the stock in retail 
outlets for replacement in the time given them. 

The December 1 deadline (more appropri¬ 
ateness?) was set by the provincial cabinet eclrly in 
November after the new government at the special 
session of the legislature in Octobertdok control 
over tobacco packaging, labelling, selling, distribu¬ 
tion, advertising and promotion in B.C. It was 
rushing it a little in view of W magnitude of the 
ix?call operation. But at least It has attracted more 
attention to the damaging effects of smoking than 
the warning stickers themselves will be given by 
cigarette purchasers. 

Some psychc^ogical good may c*ome in time 
from the fine print. But it could be a long process. 
It hasn’t appeared yet in countries where health 
warnings long since have been part of the packag¬ 
ing. In fact cigarette sales are said to be on the rise. 

There are signs, nevertheless, that the 
“danger to health” brainwashing is having an ef¬ 
fect at least on non-smokers. They are becoming 


more vocal about their fellowmen fag-fouling the 
air they breathe. 

It couM be merely a “turning of the worm” by 
a silent majority (non-smokers are said to out¬ 
number cigarette addicts two to one) but such 
signs as “Thank You for Not Smoking" are begin¬ 
ning to appear in greater numbers in stores, taxis 
and offices. This is particularly so in the United 
States where, according to the Christian Scien¬ 
ce Monitor, “the climate for the growing assertion 
of non-smoker rights is more favorable than ever” 
because of growing awareness of, and concern 
over, pollution. 

The paper tells about the Please No Smoking 
Club, a'Washington social group, which bans smok¬ 
ing at aU of its functions; of a motel in Desert Hot 
Springs, Oilif., which offers a 10 per cent discount 
in rates to non-smoker guests; of an apartment 
complex at Arlington, Texas, which gives similarly 
reduced rents to occupants who don’t smoke. 

The non-smoker uprising has resulted in most 
airlines experimenting with or actually providing 
smoker segregation sections in their carriers. The 
U.S. Civil Aeronautics Board is considering making 
mandatory rules in this regard. 

Non-smokers are demanding and getting con¬ 
sideration as never before. And if they should de¬ 
cide on a fight to the finish an even earlier end 
could be in store for their adversaries.

The 
blights of the past, i.e. dilapi¬ 
dated houses and commercial 
buildings, and car parking 
lots, are relatively easy to get 
rid of, but these behemoths of 
steel and concrete are a com¬ 
pletely different problem. 

This point alone is respon- 
ble for the urgency with 
which those who feel respon¬ 
sible for Victoria’s future 
plead that we should stop and 
reconsider the fate of such 
areas as James Bay and the 
shores of Victoria’s harbor! 
The developers don’t care 
about the areas, except in 
‘terms of dollars’ and cents. 
That is their only motivation. 
They don’t have to consider 
the effects, aesthetically or 
socially, or the future of Vic- 
toriaj as most of them don’t 
oven live here. 

They don’t have to consider 
the traffic problems, parking 
headaches, and straining de¬ 
mands for services, as they 
are the city’s problems. Least 
of all do they consider what 
you and I and other Victori¬ 
ans want to see in the Vic¬ 
toria of the future; our near 
future. It is time we .stopped 
the growth of this blight and 
had. a searching look at what 
we. the citizens of this cjti-, 
want despite the aspirations, 
of these "outside" (levelojicrs.

NDP Leader David Lewis 
has made the corporate tax 
system the chief enemy. His 
parly will strongly oppose the 
legislation necessary to imple¬ 
ment the fast write-offs and 
the tax reductions lor the 
manufacturing and processing 
industries.

the economy and reducing un¬ 
employment. 

Mr. Lewis brushed off the 
Conservative views on the 3 
per cent tax items by saying 
that the New Democrats 
would not be content to call a 
delayed increase by the sig¬ 
nified name of a reduction. 
They would be pushing for 
something more substantial 
than that. 

Well, so are the Conserva¬ 
tives: and now they have the 
<iinth annual review of the 
Economic Council of Canada 
to back them up. On lop of 
that, there is growing concern 
about the increasing complex¬ 
ity of the income lax struc¬ 
ture. 

Mr. Turner brought out the 
same arguments that were 
made in the debate on the tax 
reform bill and in his budget 
speech. New deduction sched¬ 
ules will take a million people 
off the income tax rolls and 
lower taxes for more than 
four million more. Senior citi¬ 
zens get a bigger deduction, 
more medical costs are ta.x 
deductible and parents paying 
for university students can de¬ 
duct $50 per month. 

But now' it turns out that 
even some senior citizens who 
haven’t made income ta.x re¬ 
turns for years wall have to 
fill nut the forms to qualify 


for certain special grant*. 
James Gillies, one of the Tory 
tinancial spokesmen, say* the 
new income tax forms are so 
complicated that even low in¬ 
come persons will need pro¬ 
fessional help. 

Mr. Turner says the govern¬ 
ment will not “be stampeded 
into taking action that is eco¬ 
nomically self-defeating.” But 
as pressure grow* for major 
tax policy changes, it will be¬ 
come more and more difficult 
for the Liberal government to 
avoid policies that are not po¬ 
litically self-defeating.

. Emergency Warhing System Fabulous

On the night 
year lit rained at Rapid 
S.D. About 8:30 p.m. 
creek that flows through the 
gulch around which the city is 
built began to rise. The towns¬ 
people had seen that many 
times before, and few paid 
the rising creek any heed. But 
Ron litephenson, commis¬ 
sioner for Pennington County, 
was worried. Tbe rain kejjt 
coming, and the river kept 
rising. 

At 9 p.m. Pennington sound¬ 
ed the sirens in Rapid City to 
get the attention of its citi¬ 
zens. Every old resident knew 
that meant the creek was on 
the rampage. But they had 
heard that siren before, and 
the creek had never actually 
broken over its banks. Some 
looked out at the raging creek 
and pouring rain, and a few 
collected their families and 
went to spend the night with 
friends on higher ground. But 
most just went to bed. 

About 11:15 p.m. it began to 
rain much harder. The water 
came down like a cloudburst, 
and Pennington sounded the 
sirens again and ordered his 
sheriff’s deputies to race up 3 
or 4 miles of roads along the 
- ^eek, pounding on doors to 
get people out. 

Then it happened. The 
creek came up like a tide. In 
15 minutes it rose 15 feet. It 
had never happened before. 
The water slammed into the 
houses along the creek like a 
moving wall, and swept them 
out. 

Two hundred and twelve 
people were lost that night. 
Three hundred homes were 
swept away, and the damage 
was estimated at $100 million. 
Five thousand persons were 
left homeless. 

Months later Ron Stephen¬ 
son went to Washington and 
talked to officials of the De¬ 
fence Civil Preparedness 
Agency about the disaster. 
And this is what he told Ren 
Read, the assistant director of 
the agency: 

“If I had had some way of 
reaching those people during 
the last critical 15 minutes, to 
tell them: ’Get out of your 
houses and onto higher 
ground — the river has gone 
wild,’ I could have saved 
almost all of them.” 

Such a system is now in for¬ 
mation. It is called DIDS, for 
Decision Information Dis¬ 
tribution System, which is 
Washingtonese for emergency 
warning system. Originally 
designed to warn the public of 
impending nuclear attack, it 
will eventually be capable of 
Informing people within .'10 
seconds all over the United 
States — or in just one state 
or one county — that enemy 
missiles arc approaching or 
that natural disaster ttireat- 
en.s. 

Early no.xt month the first 
segment of this system will go 
into operation experimentally 
in 10 East Central states: 
Maryland, Virginia, New 
York, West Virginia. Dela¬ 
ware, New Jersey, Ohio, part 
of Massachusetts, part of 
North Carolina, and part of 
Connecticut. 

To start with the messages 
will go out to 150 official 
points “ governors’ offices, 
emergency centres, police 
and fire department head¬ 
quarters. Gradually it will be 
exjianded to .500 recipients in¬ 
cluding some in the remotest 
parts of the area. 

If all goes well and 
Congress provides the money, 
this will be gradually e.xpand-. 
ed into a nationwide' system 
whose No. 1, control console 
will be under Cheyenne Moun¬ 
tain at Colorado Springs, 
Colo., in the same room with 
NORAD, the North American 
Air Defence Command. 

NORAD is linked lo the 
early warning radar sefeen in 
northern Canada. It is here, 
therefore, that the first word 
of nuclear attack would be 
likely to be received, about 15 
minutes before the first mis- 
•iles hit U.S. cities. 

If anything went wrong with 
the command console al 


NORAD command post at Colorado Springs, Colo, 


NORAD, control would shift 
to a backup station at Denton, 
Texas, and after that to con- 
serfe Number 3 at Olney, Md. 

The Olney console and Its 
transmitter, 50 miles away at 
Edgewood, near the Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds, in Mary¬ 
land, are the parts of the sys- 
terti already in existence. 

In the completed system, 
Edgewood would be one of 10 
ti’ansmitters in the continen¬ 
tal United States linked to¬ 
gether by control stations at 
Ault, Colo., and Cambridge, 
Kan., communicating together 
and transmitting to thou¬ 
sands, eventually millions, of 
receivers on a radio fre¬ 
quency of 179 kilohertz. 

This low'-frequency radio 
system, hacked up by tele¬ 
phone lines, would tie to¬ 
gether about 40,000 state and 
local warning points. At 5,300 
of these, the DIDS signal 
would automatically cause 
sirens to sound. At 34,700 
points, a voice message would 
i)e received, and 1,500 of these 
would get a teletype message 
as well as the voice message. 

Nationwide warning cover¬ 
age would at this jKiint be 
increased by about 40 times 
over wtiat is at present avail¬ 
able, but that would be only 
the beginning. 

While Washington officials 
are testing the first lO-state 
network, research is proceed¬ 
ing to develop small individu¬ 
al receivers, to cost not more 
than $15, which Americans 
could voluntarily keep in their 
own homes. Radio Corpora¬ 
tion of America already has 
developed one prototype, built 
around two so-called “chips.’’ 
the integrated circuilts that 
have carried radio reception 
licyond the transistor stage, 
and DIDS program managers 
have Tecelved bids from other 
companies for alternative 
models as well as for a re- 
jclvcr that could be installed 
in existing television sets and 
radios at home, in cars, and 
<m boats. 

The specifications hir these 
receivers are based on opin- 
i< n surveys carried out by the 
Defence Civil Preparedness 
.\j..cncy. The surveys showed 
that 42.2 percent of respon¬ 
dents would spend $10 or less 
at the most on such a device, 
and that 41.9 percent would 
spend between $10 and $50. 
Tlie program managers con¬ 
cluded that a device costing 
not more than $15 would find 
the widest use. 

Ileseapch on the kind «)f 
warning the receiver would 
emit, to waken its owners in 
time of emergency, led 1i> 
ado|)tion of a yelper, similar 
Id the sound commonly used 
by ambulances in Eurojje. 
Overuse, it was discovered, 
lias deprived the conventional 
siren sound of much of its at¬ 
tention-getting quality. 

All this research may well

turn out to be a great com¬ 
mercial value to the Ameri¬ 
can radio industry. 

Apart from the cost issue, 
the agency's researchers put 
the following proposition to in¬ 
terviewers: “It has been 
suggested that a household 
might benefit from an inex¬ 
pensive emergency-warning 
device attached to a radio or 
television set. In other words, 
it would turn the set on to 
warn you against major natu¬ 
ral disasters or in the event of 
a nuclear war.” 

The survey showed that 32.5 
per cent strongly favored 
such a device; ^.5 per cent 
simply favored it. Undecided 
were 12.6, opposed 7.8, strong¬ 
ly opposed 2.6, while 8.1 per 
cent did not know or refused 
to answer. 

The survey did not raise the 
"big brother” issue subse¬ 
quently aired by some news¬ 
papers and magazines. Ac¬ 
cording to this criticism DIDS 
could in the hands of some 
unscrupulous future dicta¬ 
torial regime become an in¬ 
strument of oppression simi¬ 
lar to the devices described in 
Orwell’s book, 1984. 

The vision conjured u|) is 
that every American home 
would be obliged to have its 
little black box, which would 
turn itself on and over which 
big brother would exhort and 
instruct his brethren, whether 
they liked it or not. 

'The answer thereto, c.xpli- 
citly stated by Robert B. Mar¬ 
tin, project manager in the 
civil preparedness agency 
who had fathered the DId!s 
project since inception in 1964, 
are three: 

• Possession of a DIDS 
receiver is voluntary. 

• While this system is 
controlled by the federal go\ - 
emment, all otlfer systems of 
communication, by commer¬ 
cial television and radio, re¬ 
main independent. 

• There is no real com- 
pan.son with the device ima¬ 
gined by Orwell which was a 
iwvHway teles croen over 
which big brother could not 
only talk and i>c seen by the 
brethren but through which he 
could see and hear them in 
their homes. 

The Olney (;ontroI console 
would be the federal govern¬ 
ment’s point of input. Through 
this station and the transmit¬ 
ter at Edgewood, the pres¬ 
ident of the United States 
could addrcs.s tiie multiple 
control points and the million.s 
of .Americans who opted tu 
ha\p a receiver in their 
homes. 

In tin# of war this theoreti¬ 
cally could iiecome the gov, 
ernment’s only means of com¬ 
municating with the country, 
becau.se it is the only fully 
“EMP-protected” communica¬ 
tions system. 

This means, as was' ret’cnlly 
IKiinlcd out in address by 
.lohn K. Davis, the former 
go\ rrnor of North Dakota, w ho 
is director «if the Defence 
Civil Preparedness Agency, 
that all the systems, from the 
__ three consoles at Colorado 
"Springs', Colo, Denton, Texas, 
and Olney, Md., through the 
10 transmitters scattered 
' across die couhtr>\ to the of¬ 
ficial reception points and the 
home receivers, are protected 
by continuous shields of steel 
•. .sheeting age last the electro¬ 
magnetic i)ulse that would 
emanate ‘from a niftlear ex¬ 
plosion. 

liavis pointed out that an 
enemy could, by setting off a 
nuclear explosion in the 
strato.sphcre, produce an rler 
tro-magnetic pulse that would 


act something like a bolt of 
lightning on electrical equipi- 
ment in an area bf hundreds 

square miles, thereby kniKk- 
ing out all unprotected elec¬ 
trically based means of com¬ 
munication. 

The Olney console is housed 
in an underground federal re¬ 
gional centre directed by 
James S. McNair of Philadel¬ 
phia. He has available in this 
underground fortress enough . 
food and water to take care of 
his staff of several score for 
one month in time of war. 

McNair presides over the 
Olney warning centre’s con¬ 
tribution to the nation’s exist¬ 
ing system which consists of a 
leased network of telephone 
and telegrapli lines to 1,000 
places from which it branches 
out to state-operated police or 
other communications sys¬ 
tems. It makes use of As¬ 
sociated Pres.s and United 
Press International lines. At 
the end of the system, state 
and local officials are in¬ 
formed and sirens blow. 

'Ibis existing .system is im¬ 
mensely valuable in issuing 
warning of flash floods, hurri¬ 
canes, and tornadoes. Some¬ 
times police use it to tell i)o- 
lice in anotlicr state that the 
suspect they are pursuing is 
about to cross a state line. 

The limitation of this sys¬ 
tem is not only tliat it is not 
completely KMP protected, it 
is manual. At each stage falli¬ 
ble human beings must relay 
the warning, so that it could 
lake 30 mimics to s|)rcad a 
warning across the countiy 
loo slow lo .sa\e lives in a 
nuclear attack, too slow to 
save lives in such an emer¬ 
gency as the sudden rise of 
the creek in Rapid City. 

The DIDS console, gleaming 
and waiting to be put to use 
at one end of the Olney con¬ 
trol room, would have capa¬ 
bilities of another order; The 
operator sitting in front of 
that board could, by pushing 
a red. round button, sound an 
almost instantaneous national 
alert. For a split second after 
he pushed that button, he 
could reconsider. He could 
still cancel the alert by press¬ 
ing the recall button. Then, if 
he hit; the release bar, the 
alert would go out. 

'I he Warning 1 button would 
alert the countiy to something 
less, telling people to make 
last-minute plans for an e.\- 
pcctcd alert. Anotlicr warning 
would inform them the mili¬ 
tary has mobilized and all 
government dctiartmcnts 
.should be on ahnr. 

. The coiwoic’s capabilities 
are refined w'ith respect not 


only to the message but to the 
way in which it is delivered 
and the place where it w’ill be 
received. It can go out by 
voice and teletype, or by one 
of these. The operator can 
play a tape; plug in someone, 
such as the president, a gov¬ 
ernor, or a p^ice chief, op use 
his own voice. 

He can address all re¬ 
ceivers, all federal agencies, 
all state governments, local 
governments, industry, broad¬ 
casting stations. Or he can 
address any one of these cate¬ 
gories in a single slate or in a 
single country in some 
places, in part of a county. 

He might be relaying a 
message from the Weather 
. Bureau to Florida in such 
terms as; “'This is an advi- 
sor>'. All people south of Jack¬ 
sonville should start moving 
north. Hurricane X will hit 
the coast between 2 and 3 


a.m.” Or he might address 
one county, saying: ’"The 
rfver X is rising. We advise 
all resid^tii in its vicinity to 
evacuate their lamses and 
seek higher ground,” 

DIDS will have its own an¬ 
tenna that can be raised from 
below ground to pass its com¬ 
munications to the main 
transmitter at Edgewood. 

Edgewood occupies a splen¬ 
did site near the mouth of the 
Little Gunpowder River from 
which one catches a glimpse 
through the trees of Chesa¬ 
peake Bay. Chosen because it 
was federal land and gave - 
maximum radio coverage, it 
proved difficult to work on. 
Westinghnuse, which had the 
contract for the project, found 
it necessary to increase its j 
cost estimates not only be- ] 
cause of unforeseen problems 
in developing technical appa¬ 
ratus but because of deep 
mud and marsh and high 
groundwater level. 

The builders were obliged to 
give the underground struc¬ 
ture special waterproofing, 
and one of the anchors of the 
cables holding the 700-foot an¬ 
tenna had to be sunk in a 
swamp at a cost of many 
thousands of dollars. 

The end product is probably 
the most durable transmitter 
on earth. The bridge cables 
that hold it up and form part 
of its electrical system are 
inches thick, capable of 
withstanding the most violent 
storms to be expected in this 
part of the world and the im¬ 
pact of a nuclear missile with¬ 
in a few miles of the site. 


Thus far the installation has 
not been treated as anything 
especially secret. 'The build¬ 
ers expert the transmitter, in 
particular its welded steel 
EMP protection, with special 
shields tn Aover ' 

and inlets for plumbing and 
electrical connections, and its - 
reinforced tower, to become a 
showpiece for foreign visitors. 
They could not hope to see 
these features anyvihere else 
except in super-secret mili¬ 
tary installations. 

Project manager Robert 
Martin believes that the 
Cuban crisis, which made 
Americans receptive to all 
kinds of civil defense, had 
much to do with getting DIDS 
off the ground. While scien¬ 


tists had given such a system' 
general eonsidaration for 
years, he began engineering 
development seven years ago. 

Congress has appropriated 
just over $5 imllion to tha 
pfbJecr'Tor fiscal 1971 and 
1972, including Westinghousc’s 
initial cost overruns. Further 
transmitters of the kind will 
cost about $2.5 to $.3 million 
each, he believes. 

W'hat worries Martin and 
his colleagues most is the big- 
bioUier cliaige. He believes 
that when Americans appreci¬ 
ate both the degree of protec¬ 
tion against sudden disaster 
of all kinds offered by DIDS 
and the limitations of the sy.s- 
lem, they will give it enthusi¬ 
astic support.

"However, as you have ob¬ 
viously exercised forbearance 
over a considerable period of 
time, we will take no further 
action." 

An army spokesman ex¬ 
plained that the tailor had for¬ 
gotten to put his soldier cus¬ 
tomers’ nanVe on the bill. But 
the indebted^ soldic^;^ was 
traced and has paid up.

Millionaire Causes Storm ^ 


Whaling Town Remodelled 


NANTUCKET, Mass. (API 
— Nantucket, Island the 
centre of New England's 19th- 
century whaling hutiness, is 
gradually being reroodelled to 
fit the historical perspective 
of a controverBi*d millionaire 
landlord. 

Walter Beinecke, a summer 
resident of the island 30 miles 
off the MaBsachusetta coast, 
has spent millions during the 
last 10 years reshaping the 
scenic seaport; drawing the 
ire of some residents who see 
the result as a HoUywood- 
atyle scenario, but gaining 
support from those who be¬ 
lieve he is preserving history. 

Beinecke has bought up 
large parcels of the downtown 
area and virtually all the 
wharf, transforming it into 
what he thinks a New Eng¬ 
land seaport should be. 

In the process he has raised 
rents and written into leases 
which products may be sold 
and what decor rnay be main¬ 
tained. He has terminated 
several leases and has come 
to own what is estimated to 
he as much as $19 niillion 
worth island pn^ierty. His 
holdings include 155 buildings. 

Beinecke’s purpose, he 
says, is to protect the island 
from the developers who have 
taken over much of nearby 
Cape Cod and turned it into 
honkytonk strips of motels, 
gas stations and fast-food 
stands. 


To save the island he's buy¬ 
ing it. So far, tax records 
show, eight per cent of the 
asMBMd value of the island 
has been purchased, and most 
of that Is In ttie small down¬ 
town business section. 


Beinecke refuses to say 
what percentage of the com¬ 
mercial property he controls, 
but estimates range up. to 80 
per cent. 

The property is in the 
names of three companies — 
He^ume Associates. Island 
Service Co. and Nantucket 
Historical Trust. ' 

The assessed value of the 
companies’ total holdings, tax 
recotds show, is $1.9 million.

But there Is certainly strong 
interest abroad, Purves said 
in an interview.

One of the reasons for the 
support from aboard Purves 
said is the fact that two char¬ 
tered banks. Canadian Impe¬ 
rial Bank (rf Commerce and 
Bank of Nova Scotia, have 
irsued gold certificates to 


cover the transactions... giving, 
much credibility to the plan. 

Purves said that there is no 
way of telling where the ex¬ 
change business has originat¬ 
ed to date but that he felt that 
.much of it was coming from 
U.K. and from the TJ.S., par¬ 
ticularly from bullion dealers 
and industrial users} who 
would be hedging on their in¬ 
ventories. 

Purves added that there has 
been a certain amount of 
speculative dealing right in 
Winnipeg. This element is a 
vital part of such a market, 
he said. 

The former chairman, who 
was responsible for much of 


the organization, went on to 
explain why the world’s only 
gold futures market was hv 
cated in Winnipeg. 

The main reason, he Said, is 
that Canadians are allowed to 
hq)d ahd deal in gold without 
a licence or permit, a right 
that, is not worldwide. For in¬ 
stance. U.S. citizens cannot 
deal in gold tvithout licence 
and only bonafide industrial 
agents and bullion dealers can 
deal in such a market. 

The Winnipeg exchange ,- 
which until last month was 
named the Winnipeg Grain 
F..\change, Purves said, was 
the only one to seize the op¬ 
portunity. It had foreseen the 


possibilities as far back as 
1968 when the two-tiered ferm 
of gold pricing came into exis¬ 
tence. 

The economic upheaval that 
resulted in the Aug., 1971, 
moves by U.S. President 
Nixon saw the price of free 
gold rise from the Ittw $40 
range to more than $65. It.s 
recent price is around $63 and 
forecasters seem to agree 
tliat it’s not likely to drop 
below $60. 

Nixog’s move came just a.s 
the exchange wa.s beginning 
to work out the mechanic.s of 
iU gold market. 

One of the details was the 


decision to mska all dealings 
in U.S. funds, which is the 
medium for gold tramactioiis 
worldwide. The exchange also 
pcccpted advice from London 
dealers to restrict daily price 
fluctuations to $2 per ounce. 

For a 400-ounce unit, which 
is the size of a contract,, this 
can amount to $800 per day. 

Tile exchange's minimum 
margin requirement is $2,800 
I'Ut most investment dealers 
have indicated that they will 
i-equlre $4,000 in that ttus Is a 
brand new endeavour. 

It’s not a place for the timid 
investor. Quick calculation 
places the value of a contract 


at shout $26,000 . if you ever 
had to make good on a deli¬ 
very. 

Purves is confident that the 
market will be a success. It 
has been averaging about 20 
contracts per day in volume 
to date, which is a satisfac¬ 
tory level, he said. _

and there has never been a 
lawsuit over delivery of a 
gi-aln ccntract.'** Purves said. 

The Winnipeg exchange 
traded $2.5 billion in futures 
in 1971 plus $1.5 billion in cash 
commodities, a rise of 10 per 
cent over the previous year.

How and Where To Impose Curbs 

' B others Municipal Politicians

Should landlords e( older 
housing be subjected to rent 
control measures where low- 
income tenants are con¬ 
cerned? 

Some Victoria area munici¬ 
pal politicians think so but 
others feel such measures 
would be unfair if rising costs 
In other sectors of the econ¬ 
omy are left unchecked. 

Aid. Alf Hood, last week 
chairman of Victoria’s lands 
and housing committee, 
expressed the feelings of 
some when he said, "Whether 
it is possible to impose con¬ 


trols on one aspect of society 
and not another I don't really 
know." 

And Ksquimalt Mayor Ar¬ 
thur Young expressed the 
feelings of others when, asked 
if he believes In such mea¬ 
sures, said, '"I can’t agree 
more when I see what some 
of these people are paying for 
so-called apartments. I think 
it's a disgrace." 

The two were i-ommenting 
on remarks made by hoiMing 
e.xpert Michael Audain in Ot¬ 
tawa last week that rent con¬ 
trol measures in fast-growing 
cities across Canada are both 
inevitable and desirable.

In British Columbia, munic¬ 
ipal affairs department of¬ 
ficials said a section of the 
Landlord and Tenant Act con¬ 
tains the only provincial regu¬ 
lations actually controlling 
rents. 


Y'ear Freese 

The section protects the ten¬ 
ant from an increase in his 
rent during his first year in 
any accommodation. The 
landlord is allowed to in¬ 
crease the fee after the first 
year provided at least three 
months’ notice Is given. 

Hood, who was instrumental 
in setting up Victoria’s land¬ 
lord and Tenant Advisory 
Bureau this year, said the 
1954 Rent Control Act gives 
municipalities the authority to 
sot up their own rental auth¬ 
orities. 

Have Power 

Such rental authorities, or 
boards, would have the power 
to administrate rental regula¬ 
tions. 

Bui. he said, the landlord 
and Tenant Act supercedes 
the Rent Control Act and mu¬ 
nicipalities do not have the 
I power to nullify the provisions 
of the former. •«. 

Hood said throe provincial 
court cases in Vancouver last 
year have shown that rental 
boards can act only in an ad- 
\isory capacity. Their role is I 
not a judicial one. I 


income earners or increasing 
their welfare payments would 
not affect rents favorably. 
Rent increases would simply 
gobble up the larger incomes. 

Landlords owning old build¬ 
ings do not face stiff competi¬ 
tion, he said. There was com- 
l>elition for the middle-and-up- 
per income earner wanting to 
rent newer housing. 

The way to set a fair rent 
for older housing was to com¬ 
pare it with newer housing 
rented to upper-income 
earners.

"Why single out tlie land- 
lord^with an old beat-up build¬ 
ing. Why should you limit his 
profit when you don’t limit 
the profit of a landlord with a 
better building?" 

Quebec has had rent control 
legislation applying to certain 
areas for years. The legisla¬ 
tion is being broadened. 

Nova Scotia set up the Hali¬ 
fax Residential Tenancies 
Board in 1970 with power to 
fix rents. Similar action is 
being considered in New¬ 
foundland, Audain said. 

Major Reform 

He said there has been 
major reform of landlord- 


tenant legislation in every 
province except Saskatche¬ 
wan and Prince Edward Is¬ 
land in recent years. Saskat¬ 
chewan is in the process of 
changing its law. 

In almost all provinces, 
boards have been appointed to 
examine rental disputes, he 
said. But few had power to do 
anything more than reedm-* 
mend solutions. 

Audain said he has he^n 
told by cill/ena and law'yeri 
serving on these boards that 
they are pressing their gov¬ 
ernments to give them powers 
similar to those of the Halifax 
board. .^ 

The Halifax board fi.\e.s and 
enforces rent sclllemcnts. It 
can protect tenants from un¬ 
fair eviction. Most boards in 
other provincies have no 
power to ensurff' security of 
tenure.

bent Alan Newberiy. who

.lohn McDonald who came 
necond. 

Waring led from the fourth 
prll and only one time wa.s he 
.second to McDonald who. with 
that exception, held second 
place nine times, including 
the final count. 

Passmorij was third »»n si.\ 
counts and fourth on six in¬ 
cluding the last. Newberry 
was fourth on sL\ and third on 
three including the final 
count. 

When Passmore arrived at 
^^aanich municipal hall Satur¬ 
day night and look a look at 
the results of the advance 
poll, he said “That’s the way 
the election w ill go” 

Advance Polls 

Newberry led the advance 
poll with 15 followed by War¬ 
ing. one vote behind, with 
Pourqup and - McDonald with 
11 each. Passmore had 10 
\olcs. 

He made bet.s wdth friends 
and Saanich staff members 
and as 1!ic resulls starting 
<oming in, he took a lot of 
kidding 

“He's always pessimistic at 
election time,’’ said one 
friend. 

Asked if he remembered 
any funny anecdotes fi'om 
previous elections, Passmore 
replied that “the funny ones 
are when the other guys are 
running. When I’m running 
I’m pretty darned serious.” 

Ett tAjm, who was on coun¬ 
cil for eight years but didn’t 
run in this election, came to 
watch the results. _ 

So did municipal adminis¬ 
trator John Tribe who retires 
Uie end of January. 

“It’s the last one I'll be 
looking at.” he said. ' I’ll be 
leaving with a considerable 
amount of nostalgia. I’ll miss 
Diy involvement with the mu¬ 
nicipality but I can always 
come hack as a_spcctatnr.“ 


Newberry said hr cam¬ 
paigned on the basis nf com¬ 
munity involvement in the 
planning proce.ss. particularly 
in (kirdon Head, “and I mean 
more than attendance at i)ub- 
lic hearings."

He said he would also |)ush 
for formulation of a communi¬ 
ty plan for (lordon Head, con¬ 
sideration of projKisals for a 


future five-year capital bud¬ 
get “with great consideration 
being given for the provision 
of a second ice surface. ” 

From Toronto,. Mayor Hugh 
Curtis sent word that he fell 
McDonald would he a strong 
candidate and that he would 
he a valuable member of 
i'oonrll. 

Hr also said he was pleased 
the incumbents were returned 
because it gives council sta¬ 
bility and indicates that the 
people are “reasonably 
happy" about the service 
being given by council. 

Curtis is in the middle of a 
fact-finding tour, with four 
other .MLAs. to study radio 
and television methods used 
at the U.N in New York, the 
provincial government in 
Tnronto and Edmonton.

“Do a good job for the 
city,” retiring Aid. 
Harold Olafson said as he 
was shaking the hand of 
Sam Bawlf, the man who 
will take his place on Vic¬ 
toria city council for the 
next two years. 

Bawlf, at 28 the youngest al¬ 
derman ever elected to city 
council, sw'cpt to victory ia 
Saturday’s civic elections 
trailing one incumbent and 
leading the other two; Olafson 
didn’t stand for re-election. 

Incumbent Aid. Alf Hood, 
who became the centre of 
controversy for his recent 
stand on the Bay Village dev¬ 
elopment proposal, topped the 
polls right from the start. 

Incumbent aldermen Percy 
fVampton and Tom Christie 
also got back into office, al¬ 
though by narrower margins. 

If the Bay Village proposal 
was regarded as an election 
issue by voters. Hood’s deci¬ 
sive victory at the polls might 
be interpreted as a rejection 
of Mayor Peter Pollen’s de¬ 
termination to fight the devel¬ 
opment in the courts if neces¬ 
sary. 

Hood said in an interview 
he believes that liis firm 
stand on the matter was re¬ 
flected in the vote. Hood has 
said the city should permit 
developer J. A. Mace to build 
the pro.iect because the pre¬ 
vious council authorized it 
more than two years ago. 

Two weeks ago. the may.’tr 
lashed out at Hood for not 
supporting him in his fight 
against the developer and 
.said he expects that Hood’s 
stand will show at the r»olls. 

Hood said he thinks it has, 
indeed done just that. 

“I feci very strongly about 
this. I think the public also 
feels that moral obligations 
and integrity should play a 
strong part in government. 
There is a trend on the part of 
politicians to shrug these 
things off, and I think that’s 
wrong, terribly wrong,” Hood 
said. 

He said he will continue to 
support he mayor whenever 
possible, but he will not budge 
on the Bay Village issue. The 
city, he said, has a moral, 
perhaps a legal obligation to 
let the developer proceed with 
his plans. 

And hr emphasized again 
that he is not necessarily in 
favor of the Mare devclop- 
meni. 

Bawlf. I hr only newcomrr 
lo (oiincil. said he believes 
that the Bay Village proposal 
is probably the wrong kind of 
project for James Ray. but he 
added that he doc.sn’t feel 
qualified to comment on the 
city’s moral or legal obliga¬ 
tions.

Give Montreal fans the kind 
of football they see in most 
other CFL cities — except 
when the Als are the visitors 
— and you’d have 30,000 per 
game here too. The Alouettes 
are a disgrace, on the field 
and at the bank. And if they 
stand pat, offering only prom¬ 
ises to do better, they deserve 
go go bellyup. 

To suggest that the federal 
government impose restric¬ 
tions giving the Alouettes the 
exclusive right to pro football 
in any new Montreal stadium 
is merely giving Berger 
and Co., a licence to keep 
foisting the same old crummy 
product on us year after year 
until football is extinct. 

Like thousands of football 
fans here, I dearly want the 
CFL to flourish in Montreal — 
but only on its own merits, 
not because the federal gov¬ 
ernment scared off any and 
all competition. 

There are fools among us 
who suggest that the CFL is 
being held back because of 
the small-thinking prairie 
hick operations in Winnipeg, 
Regina, C:algary and Edmon¬ 
ton. 

This is a laugh! 

Year after year the so- 
called prairie hicks outplay 
us, out-draw us and consis¬ 
tently come up with better 
talent for far less money. 

I’ve had the pleasure of co¬ 
vering football in two Western 
cities and two Eastern cities, 
and the Western operations — 


Alouettes — who operate in 
the three biggest and richest 
cities in the league — blunder 
onward putting money ahead 
of know-how. This season 
Argos were 3-11, Alouettes 
4-10, B.C. 5-11. And these 
same owners have the gall to 
clamor for expansion to the 
U.S. on the premise that the 
CFL’s iH^irie teams are hold¬ 
ing them back from greater 
things. 

I’ve had a pretty good tastif 
of how Sara Berger operatte, 
this week. And J understand 
now why the Alouette opera¬ 
tion is a fumbling, bumbling 
mess.

Johnson said that In return 
for baseball’s co-uperatlon, he 
would use aU means possible 
to see that National League 
hockey, stocked almost exclu¬ 
sively with native Canadians, 
would be prevented from ex¬ 
panding Into nny American 
citlen honslng U.8. owned 
minor league hockey fraa- 
shlsen — even though the Ca¬ 
nadians could offer a better 
prodnoi. 

Preposterous, you say? 

Well, please explain the dif¬ 
ference to me between the 
above and the political power 
play by Health Minister John 
Munro which led owner John 
Bassett of the Argonauts to 
withdraw his motion, to be 
presented at the next CFL 
meeting, that the league ex¬ 
pand to the United States. 

Munro’s message in effect 
was: “Drop those foolish 
ideas about expanling to the 
U.S., or forming a new 
league o f (Canadian and 
American teams which would 
exclude the Prairies and thus 
negate the Grey Cup as a 
force for Canadian unity, and 
this is what I’ll do in return; 

•T’ll encourage the erection 
of federal government road¬ 
blocks to keep the National 
Football League from moving 
franchises into Toronto and 
Montreal.” 

One way of doing this would 
be to hold back federal cost 
sharing in any new stadium 
until assurances were given 
that said stadiums would not 
be used for NFL purposes. As 
a case in point. Mayor Jean 
Drapeau met recently with 
Fod^l officials to beg for 
some Olympic facility money, 
which includes financial help 
for our new (ugh!) Olympic 
Stadium. 

All Munro has to do is say: 
"Sign this pai)€r e.xcluding 
any football league but the 
CT'L leasing your stadium for 
the next 50 years, and you can 
have your money. If you want 
the NFL, go borrow the 
money to build the stadium 
from Pete Rozelle.” 

Drapeau, in the interests of 
.striking a blow lor Canadian 
unity, not to mention his self- 
preservation as Olympic host^ 
will take the money and run. 

I’m sure Bassett and CFL 
commissioner Jake Gaudaur 
have asked for other conces¬ 
sions, such as; "If you really 
want us to expand to Halifax, 
l^fr. Munro, build them a sta¬ 
dium and guarantee us that 
they won’t be as big a finan¬ 
cial burden on the league as 
Montreal is. Also, Sam Berger 
would greatly appreciate it if 
you would get Central Mort¬ 
gage and Housing to put the 
old iron ball to that architec¬ 
tural nightmare known as the 
.\utostade. so he’ll be freed 
from paying rent on a stadi¬ 
um he’s no longer using. 
Maybe you could build a 
dome on it and use it for an 
Olympic Village. If it sits 
33,000, it should be able to 
handle 12.000 athletes lying 
down. Don’t wxirry about 
cramped conditions. Modern- 
day athletes don’t mind lying 
close together — in fact, sev¬ 
eral have admitted publicly 


from negligible to nil, and fin¬ 
ancially, they just wouldn’t be 
in the same ball park. 

If Canadian football is hav¬ 
ing trouble making it finan¬ 
cially within our borders, w'ith 
virtually no competition, what 
chance would it have in a 
head-to-head fight for custom¬ 
ers with U.S. college football 
on Saturdays and U.S. pro 
football on Sundays. Let’s be 
realistic. If you live in any 
ma.ior city in the United 
States. CFL football just 
doesn’t rate. 

I happen to be a believer in 
Canadian football. Like John 
Munro, I believe that it is a 
force promoting our national 
unity — the only real competi¬ 
tion which pits province 
against province and city 
against city, across Canada. 
Expand to Halifax? By all 
means. A Maritime flavor 
would add immensely to our 
Grey CXip festivities. 

The (TFL owners arc crying 
poormouth to tiy and induce 
the federal government from 
slipping them some subsidiza¬ 
tion but I don’t buy their 
hard times whinnlng. 

I called commissioner Gau¬ 
daur for some attendance fig¬ 
ures and learned that in 1972 
SLX of the nine teams showed 
increases at the box office 
over 1971. And the three 
whose attendance sagged, 
Montreal, B.C. and Calgary, 
did so for obvious reasons. 
They had terrible teams. 

The Argos sold out every 
game and averaged 33,135. 
Hamilton averaged a whop¬ 
ping 32,143 with six sellouts. 
Ottawa averaged 2.'’..571, and 
then came Montreal with 
around 14,(KX) - - a disgrace. 

Out West, Winnipeg set an

Not (mly is there no pressure 
to win — but the secret of 
success is to play for a tie.^ 

At any rate, this is what 
John Munro could and would 
do for the CFL, if they stop 
making noises about U.S. ex¬ 
pansion. 

Curiously, nobody has both¬ 
ered asking the football fans 
in Montreal and Toronto what 
THEY want. Does the govern¬ 
ment, for e.xample, have the 
right to summarily deny the 
football fans in both cities 
from having an NFL fran¬ 
chise? 

I can’t see what business it 
is of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment, anymore than it would 
have been ethical for the U.S. 
government to interfere in the 
granting of a major-league 
baseball franchise to Mon¬ 
treal. 

What makes the w'hole thing 
so ludicrous is the |)rior con¬ 
cept. accepted by all i»artics. 
that the CFI.. could not only 
survive but get rich in U.S. 
markets. In truth, it would be 
just another minor league 
and to believe otherwise is to 
suggest that New York Giant 
and New York Jet fans would 
leave their stadiums and rush 
to sec the Hamilton Tiger- 
(2ats play the Jersey City 
NcopoUtans, or whatever. 

Some (2FL owners actually 
think their product could 
make such a smash it would 
create a TV bonanza south of 
the border. Have you checked 
your U.S. TV sports dial late¬ 
ly? When would the game be 
aired ... on Tuesday morn¬ 
ings? Even so, they’d be a na¬ 
tional flof) because the calibre 
is just not close to the NFL.

the dulcimer 


A dying craft, maintained for years by 
Appalachian hillbillies in the eastern U.S., is 
making a melodious comeback in a small 
shop on Victoria’s downtown Store Street. 

The shop manufactures dulcimers—small 
four-stringed instruments which originated 
centuries ago in Persia and Arabia and were 
modified during the past two centuries in the 
American mountain states. 

They have a sweeter sound than guitars, 
and are harder to build. 

From a commercial point of view, dul¬ 
cimer-making is a bust. It takes Alfred Hoso¬ 
kawa, a young man of Japanese extraction 
from Salmon Arm, B.C., from two to three 
weeks to put together one good instrument 
costing about $150. 

"That comes out to about 50 cents an 
hour,” says Hosokawa, one of four craftsmen 
in the shop at 1413 Store. "I just made one 
that took me three weeks, and I gave it away 
as a w'edding presenL." 

Rut Canadians, he says, are just learning 
what dulcimers arc all about. The craft got a 
big boost t^cently in Vancouver when a 
course in instrument-making attracted (iO 
people. 

Hosokawa, however. Is self-taught. From 
books and conversations he has learned all 
about how the spruce, cedar and rosewood 
must be seasoned (for five years, in some 
cases), how the w'ood must be planed by 
hand to a thickness of less than one-twelfth of 


a inch, and how the soundholeiUrmct mt 

out to just the right size. \ 

Occasionally, he’ll spend theVjjoIe day 
on the beach off Beacon Hill ParkVj^hing 
for good cedar that can be season^^,} fjt 
into his designs. "Sometime I have t^arch 
the entire beach for just one good pie^ of 
cedar. Then I just wait for the tide to 
.something else in.” \ 

Other days he will visit cabinctmak^ 
and lumberyards, always on the lookout for X. 
bargain. Flawless spruce, dyes and varnishes' 
are imported from Germany. 

Like all good craftsmen, Hosokawa and 
hLs colleagues work almost completely by 
hand. The only power tool is a bandsaw. 
They all live together on the premises, cook¬ 
ing meals over a small heater. 

"Since August,” he says, ‘T guess we’ve 
.cold about 15 instruments, most of them in 
the $30 - $100 range. But interest is growing. 
Whenever there’s a fair in town, we give 
demonstrations and let people try out the in¬ 
struments.” 

Dulcimers are among the simplest in¬ 
struments to play. Only one of the strings is 
for melody. The others are "drones,” a musi¬ 
cal term for harmony or background strings. 

When he has mastered the craft, Hosoka¬ 
wa hopes to try his hand at renaissance and 
baroque instruments such as lutes and hurdy- 
gurdy’s. By that time, hopefully, the dul¬ 
cimers will have caught on.

Following up on last week’s 
rundown on entertainment in 
Las Vegas, the day may come 
— maybe sooner than every¬ 
one expects — when big-name 
stars won’t be entertaining on 
the strip. -—■ 

Spiralling fees demanded by 
the stars may reach a point 
when hotel and casino opera¬ 
tors can no longer afford 
Uieni. 

“Attractions can price 
themselves out of this ^Jown, 
and unless some form of rea¬ 
sonable salary structure re¬ 
turns. the operators here will 
find top acts, talent agencies, 
the whole bit very unneces¬ 


sary.’’ one operator was quot-^ 
ed as saying by Variety mag-" 
azine, the Bible of show busi¬ 
ness. ^ _ 

The big names are getting 
anywhere up to $150,000 with 
little extras on the side. Add 
that to the cost of orchestras, 
supporting acts and the cost 
runs to around $200,000 for the 
stand. 

In 1971, casinos in Nevada 
reported earnings of 
$633,000,000, about 20 per cent 
of Uie gross. Entertainment 
costs for the year were 
averaged at $2,000,000 per 
week. 

Las Vegas draws about 
16,000,000 visitors a year, 


ore 

which visit New York and 
Florida and 16 times the 
number which go to Hawaii. 


Even with that many 
lourist9, the owners are find¬ 
ing it tough to pay the sa¬ 
laries usually demanded by 
good talent. 


Operators are now turning 
to conventions and junkets 
(such as the one I went on) to 
produce profits. 'They reason 
that the gambler is not neces¬ 
sarily the show-goer. Some 
think that those who take in 
the shows don’t gamble at the 


hotel where the show takes 
place, making the expense 
doubly unwarranted. 

The feeling is that reduced 
rates for conventions and 
charter-parties might take the 
place of paying big money to 
singers and comedians. 

While in Las Vegas recent¬ 
ly. I talked to a cab driver 
and casually mentioned that 
the dinner-show I attended 
was on the expensive side. 


Pencil Sketches Most Popular 


Sad Pictures Sell Well 


DiUaLAS (UPI) — Nathan* 
Jones Is used to people calling 
his drawings “sad” or 
“depressing,’’ but these same 
people seem to buy every¬ 
thing he can produce. 


actor and producer, owns 
some of Jones’ work. 


Jones’ black and white pen¬ 
cil sketches are realistic, 
painstakingly detailed por¬ 
traits of everyday life among 
poor blacks. They have titles 
such as Homeless and Ghetto 
Boys. 


“I don’t know what’s going 
on in this world, but, white 
and black, I’m surprised 
sometimes that Caucasions 
enjoy my pencil drawings as 
well as I do. I sold more 
black and whites, my draw¬ 
ings, my feeling pictures, 
than anything else that I have 
done,’’ he said. 


ings say. I can put down a 
feeling, more or less (that 
expresses more) than just 
drawing something and say¬ 
ing I’ve done a good paint¬ 
ing.’’ 


A drawing titled .Seven 
Days a \Veek, one of the 
dozens of paintings that cover 
Jones’ apartment walls, 
shows a tired woman sitting 
with her hands on her head. 


“This drawing is called 
Seven Days a Week because 
this woman — she is an actu¬ 
al person — actually works 
seven days a week. She has 
very little time off. This is 
why she is in that particular 
position, and expressing that 
mood,’’ Jones said. 



He asked how mucK the 
total cost was and when he 
was informed about $50 a 
head, he reasoned that it was 
about half of what you Would 
expect to pay in New York 
City. 

Which doesn’t help the guy 
who doesn’t want to spend 
four days in New York City.

But the 
sketches are his favorites. 


“Now I can’t understand 
this. If they’re so depressing 
and so heartbreaking, why do 
they buy them?’’ 


“They are drawings that 
are relative to me. I can re¬ 
late to than directly,’*' he 
said. “Landscapes, I see, like, 
feel, like to paint them, get a 
good feeling from doing one, 
but it’s not like the end feel¬ 
ing that I get when I finish a 
pencil drawing that relates to

ors and oils he can do. He has 
sold his work to former pres¬ 
ident Lyndon Johnson, and to

Even then, said Southwell, 
more than half that do marry 
later, get a divorce. 

A n t i q u a n s are warm, 
friendly people that speak a 
delightful calypso English. 


They graze goats, caittle and 
sheep on lush rolling hills on 
the slopes of Boggy Peak, at 
1.300 feet, highest point on the 
island. 

They eke out a livelihood by 
growing fruits and vegetables.

Each Nov. 15, according to 
Taw, wine growers in the 
Beaujolais, the southern part 
of the Bourgoyne (Burgundy) 
region, put on sale their new 
wine fresh off the vines. It Is 
called Beaujolais, and the 
.Nov. 15 debut of the "green" 
wine has become a national 
rite.

Within a few days signs 
popped up in bars and restau¬

Richelieu, refused to serve it. 

"Bah!” he said, turning his 
back to show disgust. "I’m an 
expert. I bottle my own Beau¬ 
jolais wine. The new wine is 
acid/’ 

Another restaurant, Le Pub, 
served the wine from a keg 
but the waiter whispered, 
"It’s a little acid." 

Down in Macon, in the 
heart of the Beaujolais ven- 
eyards. a spokesman for the 
union of Beaujolais producers 
confirmed the acid taste. He 


said it would disappear with 
age. The union recommoided 
that customers buy the wine 
in bottles and not drink it 
until Dec. 15 when it is so old 
it is no longer "new" Beaujo¬ 
lais but plain Beaujolais. 

The spokesman said the 
acid taste comes from unripe 
grapes. 

"We had a very late 
harvest this year. There was 
a lot of rain in August so we 
had to wait for sun and 
harvested Sept. 28, but the 
grapes were not ripe enough 
and therefore not sweet 
enough." he said. 

To make up for the lack of 
sugar and thus alcohol in the 
grape mash, sugar was 
added. This process is called 
Chapitalization after a Mr. 
Giaptal who invented it in 
1800. 

As Paris 


critic Jon Winroth wrote, 
"Most of the Beaujolais is so 
acid you may be tempted to 
put sugar in it. Don’t bother. 
There is sugar in it already." 

The race to taste the wino 
reached international propor¬ 
tions this year. Forty tons of 


wine were flown to New York 
and. because of the time dif¬ 
ference, the new Beaujolais j 
was served Nov. 15 at two ■ 
Manhattan restaurants. The ! 
new wine also was jet-lifted 
around Europe on the opening 
day.

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Children with Learni ng Disabilities ' 

Sooke First with the Remedies

Although Sooke school dis-^ 
trict U the smallest in the 
Greater Victoria area, having 
7,300 children under its juris- 
diction compared with Vic¬ 
toria school districl’s 32,000, it 
was the first to have a pni- 
gram 'for children with learn¬ 
ing disabilities. 

Started in 1966 under the di¬ 
rection of district superin¬ 
tendent E. E. Hyndman and 
special education supervisor 
Bill Flemming, Sooke’s spe-

fial education program is 
based on the belief that "a 
child will develop best when 
he is in an environmment that 
enhances his individual 
strength and hence contrib¬ 
utes to a positive self-image.” 

That quote is from a 
12-page report prepared by 
Flemming this year for Hynd¬ 
man, outlining in detail the 
various special education pro¬ 
grams the district now offers. 

Identifying children with 
learning disabilities is mainly 
the responsibility of the teach¬ 
er and achool principal In the 
Sooke achool district and ob¬ 
servation of children to detect 
learning problems begins in 
kindergarten. 

Children having difficulties 
are watched in kindergarten 
classes by cither district psy¬ 
chometrician Anne Curts, pri¬ 
mary supervisor Doris Ste¬ 
venson, or by Flemming. 

If they feel the child needs 
testing, then Miss Curts gives 
the child a series of readiness 
tests developed by the dis¬ 
trict. The results arc given to 
the child’s Grade 1 teacher, 
but the child is not put into a 
separate class. 

The Grade 1 teacher con¬ 
tinues to observe the child, 
and may ask for a more de¬ 
tailed assmessment of the 
child’s problem, after consul¬ 
tation with Mrs. Stevenson or 
Flemming and the school 
principal. 

Further tests arc given, and 
diagnosis is made either by 
Miss Curts, Mrs. Helen Owens 


of the Sooke school board, or 
Mrs. Merle McOacken of the 
Victoria board of heilth, de* 
pending oti the child’s particu¬ 
lar problem. 

The child is then placed on 
the basis erf recommendation 
made by at least two of the 
specialists in consultation 
with the parents and teacher. 

Usually Yibat this means for 
the child with learning disabi¬ 
lities is that he is put into a 
special class at Glen Lake or 
Sooke elementary schools, or 
is given a specif program to 
follow in regular school 
classes. 

There are , sLx special 
classes at Glen Lake, wliich 
has about 75 Atudents, and 
there is one special class of 
about 10 at Sooke Element¬ 
ary. 

There are also other chil¬ 
dren In regular classes on 
special programs, either be¬ 
cause it is better for them to 
be there or because the 
parents object to having their 
child in a special class. 

"We try to operate on the 
basis of getting parents in¬ 
volved,” says Flemming. 
"We’re not very successful 
with Glen Lake. 

“The difficulty is that 
parents arc threatened by 
these problems. They want 
the best for their child, and 
H’s a competitive world. They 
find it hard to admit.’* 

In 

possible, and arc designed to 
develop each student’s 
strengths and basic skills so 
that he can soon return to 
regular classes. 

Special programs also em¬ 
phasize development of physi¬ 
cal coKirdindation and percep¬ 
tion, and Glen Lake School 
has a variety of equipment 
for this. 

The district is also thinking 
of hiring Janos Herb, expert 
gymnast and specialist in 
teaching handicapped chil¬ 
dren, to instruct children in 
special classes at Glen Lake 
and Sooke and at the district’s 
school for retarded children, 
Dogwood. 

All the teachers in special 
classes have their regular 
teacher’s certificates and 
have training in teaching chil- 
with learning disabili- 


says Dr. Ron Tinncy, who 
teaches a course on learning 
disabilities at the University 
of Victoria. 

About 60 of * his students 
teach four to five hours a 
week at the school district’s 
learning assistance centre, lo¬ 
cated in the basement of the 
Ewing building on Camosun 
College’s campus. 

UVic provides equipment 
and materials, as well as the 
services of Tinney and a uni¬ 
versity psychologist half time, 
and a secretary. 

The school board provides 
the centre with two learning 
assistance teachers, who are 
regular teachers with special 
training in teaching children 
with learning disabilitiea, a 
secretary, and supervisor Mrs. 
Marion Foster. 

Approximately 60 children 
get special instruction there 
three times a week for one 
hour, and the centre has a 
waiting list of 20. 

"I think we could expand, 
and we will,” says Tinney. 
”We could take triple the 
number we are handling now, 
but monk’s always the prob¬ 
lem — and space.” 

Youngsters who ge t sp e c ial 
instruction at the centre are 
usually those with the most 
severe problems, “those the 
school feels it can’t handle ad¬ 
equately,” says Mrs. Foster.

Even with all its special 
classes and programs, the dis¬ 
trict is having problems meet¬ 
ing the needs of children with 
learning disabilities, caused 
•by lack of money. 

Glen Lake alone has a wait¬ 
ing list of 10. and. says Miss 
Curts. "unfortunately we 
don’t have room for all tlic 
children with learning disabi¬ 
lities.” 

The lack of money Ls the 
result of two factors. First, 
Sooke’s school population is 
growing rapidly. Pupil enrol¬ 
ment has gone up 410 per cent 
in the last 20 ycarss. Second, 
money referendums have 
been defeated in the past. 

Victoria school district’s 
program for children with 
learning disabilities is also 
hampered by lack of money,

Children are usually re¬ 
ferred through the school 
principal, “so the principals 
will know what’s happening 
with the children at school,” 
she explains. 

The centre's learning assis¬ 
tance teachers supervise tlie 
diagnosis of each child’s prob¬ 
lem, and have conferences 
with the parents, classroom 
teacher and school principal 
at the start and finish of the 
instruction period at the 
centre. 

In addition, the university 
student in charge of teaching 
a particular child goes to the 
child’s school to observe him 
in his classroom. 

Those children who cannot 
get help at the centre are 
given instruction by the 24 
learning assistance teachers 
in the schools. 

These teachers have the 
same qualifications as the two 
learning assistance teachers 
at the centre, and give help 
according to each child’s 
needs, with some getting in¬ 
struction three times a week, 
others once a day. 

The learning assistance 
centre can only take 20 chil¬ 
dren at any one time, Tinney 
says, because with one teach¬ 
er to each child and the two 
learning assistance teachers 
supervising them, the centre 
gets very crowded. 


Children get instruction at 
the centre for varying periods 
of time. Some sUy for only 
tiyo to tiiree weeka, others for 
long as six to ei^t months. 
“What we really like to do 
Is hold children here until' 
they have made some gains in 
work and in their eelf-con- 
fidence so they can be 
auccessful in school.” says 
Tinney. 

Over the whole year the 
centre has helped some 200 to 
them special instruction, he 
says. 

The centre concentrates on 
helping younger children, al¬ 
though it takes them up to 
age 14, because, 'Tinney points 
out, “the longer the problem 
is left, the more complex it 
is.” 

Children with learning disa¬ 
bilities who are taught by 
learning assistance teachcr,s 
in the schools are usually re¬ 
ferred by their classroom 
teacher. 

“Last year the program re¬ 
mediated 2,000 children,” 
says Mrs. Foster, "which is 
about 10 per cent of our 
school population. So you see, 
they couldn’t all possibly have 
come here to the centre.” 

With 24 learning assistance 
tcacners in Victoria district 
schools, that works out to 
more than 83 learning disa¬ 
bled children per teacher. 

What the learning assis¬ 
tance teacher does, basically, 
is diagnose the child’s partic¬ 
ular problem, and then set up 
a program for the child to 
follow. 

"The learning assistance 
teacher is a resource person 
for the classroom teacher,” 
explains Mrs. Foster. 

If parents have a child with 
a learning disability who is 
not able to get help at the 
centre or Is in a school where 
tlierc is no learning assistance 
teacher, they can call Mrs. 
Foster at the school board 
end she will go to the school, 
make a diagnosis, and set up 
a program for the child.

Nurses in Victoria district 
schools administer the Denver 
test, which covers a wide va¬ 
riety of skills, she explains, 
and learning assistance-teach¬ 
ers and classroom teachers 
also watch for iH’oblems. 

Both Tinney and Mrs. 
Foster would like to see the 
centre increase its scope. "I 
think we could help many 
more youngsters than we 
are,” he says, and, adds Mrs. 
Foster, "both by helping more 
youngsters and giving more 
help to each youngster.”

The FDA official said one 
antibiotic - Chloramphenicol 
often is used incorrectly to 
treat colds and minor upper 
respiratory infections. The 
drug, he testified, can cause 
fatal aplastic anemia and a 
serious type of blood poison¬ 
ing. 

• Only last year we received 
a report of a 25-year’old man 
who was seen by his doctor 
♦for a sore throat and received 
Chloramphenicol for nine 
days.” Simmons said. "He de¬ 
veloped anemia within two 
months and died within four 
months.”

There, just- 
over 70 per cent of the voters 
voted to setum' to the ward 
system — 967 compared to 407 
who wished to stay with the 
at-large system.

Ney topp^ the polls in the 
Greater Victoria trustee race, 
winning a total of 9,652 voles, 
about 400 more than his 
nearest opponent.

Ney, who has been on the 
board two years, said later he 
felt topping the polls was “a 
very serious thing. It shows 
people have confidence in you 
and approve of what you’re 
doing and want you to carry 
on. I guess it really means a 
lot of responsibility.-’ 

He gained the most votes 
from nearly all of the 22 i»lls 
throughout the school district. 

Mrs. Greenwood in turn was 
about 750 votes ahead of Don¬ 
ald who in turn was about 200 
votes ahead of Ross. 

Ross, a teacher and ad¬ 
ministrative a s s i s^t a n t at 
Brentwood College, topped the 
seven newcomers. He said 
later he would stay with the 
platform on which he had 
l)een elected, that of improv¬ 
ing classroom situations in 
the schools. 

The election of Mrs. Walsh 
and Mrs. Sealey makes four 
women on the Saanich school 
board, giving them a majority 
on the seven-member board.

Moss on Trees 


MOSS ON TREES (E.W., Victoria) 

Th® moss and liohena on your an¬ 
cient apple trecf are not harmful in 
themaelves but the growth provides use- 
full cover for various pests. 

A good way to kill the moss is to 
spray the trees very thoroughly during 
the winter and before the buds start to 
swell with a strong solution of a com¬ 
mon household disinfenotant a phenol 
type with the typical hospital carbolic 
smell, such’ as Creolin, Creocide, Lysol, 
Dettol or Jeyes’ Fluid. Mix at the rate 
of one part disinfectant to nine parts 
water. 

Apply on a calm, clear winter day, 
treating the whole tree, not just the 
mossy portions, until it is dripping. Bet¬ 
ter wear goggles in case a sudden gust 
of wind should blow the cleansing spray 
back In your face. 

TRAN8PI.ANTING BROOM (A.McQ., 
Royal Oak) 

I really don’t think it would be 
worthwhile to attempt the transplanting 
of your six-year-old broom to your new 
home when you move. Broom is not a 
long-lived plant even when undisturbed, 
and even young, vigorous speciments 
are not too fond of t)eing moved; I 
doubt very much if your elderly broom 
would survive the shock. 

It would be kinder to leave the old 


gentleman to finish out his days in his 
accustomed surroundings and huy your¬ 
self a new young broom in one of the 
modem and attractive varieties. 

ULY OF JAPAN (F.Y.^ Courtenay) 

The normal flowering period of Li- 
Hum auralum is August and September. 
The flowers are very large, sweetly 
fragrant, and white in color with a 
crimson spot in the throat. 

A gold stripe runs through the centre 
of each petal, hence its common name, 
Golden-Rayed Lily of Japan. The plants 
readi a height of 4 to 5 feet, planting 
deptli is 5 Inches, and the best planting 
time is October and November. 
CLE.^IATIS CARE (J.O’N., Victoria) 

ClemStis jackmanii should be cut 
down to just above the lowest pair of 
live buds in February or early March, a 
time when green is just beginning to 
show. Ville de Lyon and Nellie Moser 
can be left unpruned except for restrict¬ 
ing the grcn\lh tj the available wall 
space and the removal of obviously 
dead growth, also in February. 

All clematis vines like a cool, moist, 
well-drained root run, with roots and 
lower stem shaded from the sun. This 
can be achieved by shading the roots 
with a small shrub, or by placing a big, 
flat stone over the roots, llie upper part 
of the vine should be in fuU sun. 


PRUNING A GRAPE VINE (E.S., 
Saanichton) 

The grape is a notorious “bleeder,” 
and for this reason it is always wise to 
get any necessary pruning done when 
the leaves start falling in autumn, so 
the pruning wounds will h^ve ample 
time to heal before sap movement com¬ 
mences in the spring. It is a good Idea 
to seal all cut surfaces with Braco or 
Bartlett tree paint or spray with an 
aerosol tree wound dressing. 

MULBERRY LEAVES (A.D., Duncan) 

There is nothing wrong with your 
tree, and it is not “reverting to its wild 
form” as suggested by your friend. It is 
a natural characteristic of the mulberry 
to produce leaves of different shapes, 
some lobed and some unlobed, and it is 
quite a common thing to find leaves of 
Uii-ee or more different shapes all on 
the one tree. The larger unlobed leaves 
will usually be found on the shaded side 
of the tree. 

SITE FOR LAVENDER (H.D.. Vic- j 
toria) jte -' 

Really rich soil is not needed for lav¬ 
ender. The important factors are a well 
drained site, full sun and some natural 
lime in the soil. I am told that the lav¬ 
ender farms supplying the Yardley fac¬ 
tory in EIngland are on gritty, gravelly 
soil, open to the sun but with a wind¬ 
break as protectitm against gales.

Skyscrapers ar.e a new phe¬ 
nomenon in downtown Los An¬ 
geles and inevitably they will 
change lives, 'as well as sil¬ 
houette. 

Any of us who grew up west 
of Chicago are somewhat 
awed by tall buildings. I am. 
anyway. Walking under the 
new 02-storey United California 
Bank building the other day, I 
craned my head back to-Wk- 
up t<i tlie tup and nearly fell 
over backwards. 

1 remember having had that 
same experience on my first 
visit to New York City. I won¬ 
dered how New Yorkers kept 
from falling over backwards 
every day, and then I realized 
that of course they never 
looked up. When you live 
among structures twice as' 
high as 62 storiesr you never 
raise your eyes. 

I had gone downtown on the. 
minibus for a tour of the new 
Arco Tower with Werner Heu- 
mann, whose., fH*m did the in¬ 
terior space and ^design |o|’ 
"many of its flodi*s. and after¬ 
wards we .di’ove over to the 
Occidental Tower for lunch 
with John Connell, a vice 
president of Arco. 


The Occidental building is 
32 stories high, and from the 
tower restaurant at the top 
w e could look north across the 
whole downtown distriet. The 
Occidental had been the first 
of our downtown structures, 
except City Hall, to break the 
old limit height of 13 storeys. 

I rcniembered feeling when 
it was i)uilt, that like Kansas 
City in that song irom Oklaho¬ 
ma. we’d gone about as fur as 
we could go. And now there 
were half a dozen higher 
buildings in the new financial 
district around Uie'old central 
library. 

E\'en these lowcre, though, 
so out of proportion with the 
rest of downtown, were hum¬ 
bled by the mountains. It oc¬ 
curred to me that if Manhat¬ 
tan itself arose overnight on 
this plain, it would be 
dwarfed by the grandeur of 
the background, 

“fh New York,” said Con¬ 
nell. “you look down. Here 
you look out,’! 

It w as-true. In the jungle-of 
Manhattan one skyscraiier 
window looks out upon an¬ 
other. or down the canyons 
into the dark streets. 


Connell came here from 
New York as part of the ad¬ 
vance guard when Arco 
moved its headquarters to Los 
-Angeles. iJnlil they 4)ought a 
home toe Connells lived in the 
Bunker Hills Towers, and at 
night their apartment w’as il¬ 
luminated softly by the glow 
of the Water and Power 
Building across the street. 

-“R- ■was- wonderful.” he 

said. ”We didn’t even have to 
turn our lights on.” 

Though we still look out in 
Los Angeles, not down, our 
skyscrapers are ^ready get¬ 
ting in each other’s way, can¬ 
celling out each other’s vistas. 
Connell’s own bailding stands 
directly to the north of its 
twin, too Bank of America 
tower, partly blocking its 
view of the mountains. Also, 
tall buildings c^t long sliad- 
ows. 

“You know.” he said, “that 
after 4:30 in the afternoon we 
ran look down from our build¬ 
ing and see. that the little-park 
around the Linion Bank build¬ 
ing is already in shadow. And 
in winter, of course, it will 
come earlier. It’s an entirely 
- new phenomenon for Los'^'An¬ 


geles. You hav(^ always had 
sunlight in your streets/-’- 

Yes, the skyscrape ris a 
new phenomenon here, and 
we arc a long way from 
understanding all its implica¬ 
tions. Skyscrapers reach up 
for the light, and they cast 
shadows. But one can hope 
that tor each minus there is a 
pIiLs. . • . 

Those who dwell in the 
Bank of .\niciica may not 
have an unimpeded view of 
■"the mountains, since their 
ne.xt-door neightxir is in the 
way. But they can look in the 
opposite direction and see Ca¬ 
talina Island, on a clear day, 
a view which their own struc¬ 
ture partially hides from their 
neighbors. 

And it is said that in ITny 
kind of weather, the distin- 
. guished tocmbers of thh Bank 
of America’s board of direc- 
tprs. meeting in their toiard 
room, have a sUporl) view of 
the tower just to their oast, 
with its great white slgii 
Crocker Hank. 

I’s enough lo make a nian 
fall over ■ Tiackwiirds. But 
whatever the hazards. 1 hope 
in Los Angeles wt? ne\ er slop 
looking out and up.

: TORONTO (CP) — A new 
group has surfaced at the On* 
tario cwivention of the New 
^Democratic Party that uses 
tactics similar to those em- 
.'idoyed by Ha ousted Waffle 
Mwlng. 

J Tlie Left Caucus, composed 
•of former Waffle members 
>ho split with the dissident 
'group wlien it was barred last 
aummer and remained In the 
^>arty, were noisy and active 
In floor debate Friday, the 
Opening day of the convention. 

• The small group, drawn 
inostly from downtown Metro- 

o 1 i t a n Toronto ridings, 
played a key role in having 
•contentious motions referred 
l)aok to committee. And it 
forced a vote count on a reso- 
iJution to end special tax 
•concessions to resource indus¬ 
tries when the chairman ruled 
^at It had carried on a show 
of hands. 

^ The vote was 414 to 302 in 
favor of the resolution. 

Later, Left Caucus 
members handed out two 
typed statements to delegates 
.and the press, a tactic used 
by the ultra-nationalist Waffle 
before its expulsion. 

• Ckie statement urged dele¬ 
gates to join the group in 


working *Tor a clear and 
con^rehonsive socialist alter* 
native .to the party’s present 
direction/’ 

Members met after the af¬ 
ternoon session in a comer of 
the convention hall to nomin¬ 
ate candidates for today’s 
election of the party execu¬ 
tive. 

*‘We invite all those who 
broadly share our perspective 
to join the fight for changes ixL 
the party ptt^ram, leadership 
and political work,” the 
group's sttement said. 

"There is obviously a rank- 
and-file groundswell in this 
party of people who like their 
socialism straight and reSent 
having it forever watered 
down by the party leader¬ 
ship.” 

Regardless of "expulsion at¬ 
tempts,” an apparent refer¬ 
ence to the Waffle, "a com¬ 
mitted left will continue to re- 
emerge within the NDP.” 

The statement said that 
when Ontario Leader Stephen 
Lewis moved to expel the 
Waffle, he was attempting "to 
expel socialist ideas as well.” 

Lewis engineered tiie ouster 
of the Waffle because he said 
the group had become a party 
withing party with its own 


membership, budget and 
mailing lUt, bH of which were 
causing serious disunity. 


; Expert Probes 
Crash Mystery 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Two 
more bodies were pulled from 
around the wreckage of a jet¬ 
liner Saturday, bringing the 
death toll of Friday’s crash in 
« residential area near Mid¬ 
way Airport to 45. 

Federal investigators 
searched the scene, where 
two houses were completely 
destroyed, and probed control 
tower records seeking the 
cause of the crash of the Unit¬ 
ed Air Lines craft. They said 
the search for bodies ended 
Saturday morning and two of 
the dead were believed to be 
residents of one of the de¬ 
stroyed homes. 

Eighteen persons aboard 
the plane. United Air Lines 
flight 533 from Washington, 
D.C., to Omaha, Neb., with a 
stop at Chicago, survived the 
crash, some with only minc^ 
injuries. All three ste¬ 
wardesses were among sur¬ 
vivors. , 


The dead included Rep. 
George Collins (D-HL), who 
had just won his second term 
in Oongress, and all three^ 
members of the flight crew. 

William Lamb, Investlgator- 
in-chief for the naticmal trans¬ 
portation safety board, said at 
a news conference that the 
United plane had been given a 
"missed ai^roach” instruc¬ 
tion seconds before it disap¬ 
peared from the radar screen 
of the Midway control tower 
"and that’s where the mys¬ 
tery begins.” 

He said a preliminary check 
of the site failed to produce 
any clues as to the cause of 
the crash.

The old rhyme for 
children goes “Rich man, 
poor man, beggarman, 
thief; doctor, lawyer, 
Indian chief .. 

Carry it through to tlic end 
and you’d Edmost have a run¬ 
down on the roles Bill Hosie 
has played on stage in Vic¬ 
toria, in other parts of B.C. 
and in Eastern Canada. 

Bill is a Scottish born Victo¬ 
rian, one of a family of enter¬ 
tainers. who came to the city 
as .1 boy. From high school 
plays he went on to more put> 
lie appearances, becoming fa¬ 
miliar in the Smile Show, and 
with Bastion, in mainstage 
and touring shows. 


' Home Again 

He’s home again now, with 
talented wife Sylvia and small 
son Caldon, to take one of the 
leads in Bastion’s Christmas 
offering. Where’s Charley? — 
a musical version of the old, 
hilarious Charley’s Aunt. 

With Bastion, Hosie won ac¬ 
claim in a number of leading 
roles: Fagin in Oliver!; Sir 
Lancelot in Camelot; the title 
role in Pied Piper, for exam¬ 
ple. 

Three years ago this spring, 
ht auditioned for Allan Lund 
and was accepted for the 
ChciTiOttetown Festival and 
today he’s one of that com¬ 
pany's mainstays. 

i Folk Dance 

Lund IS also responsible for 
the Canadian folk dance 
I gioup, Los Feux Follets, and 
; Hosie tours with them as well, 
j So. as a matter of fact, do 
I Sylvia and Caldon: she as a 


d mcer, he as company mas- 
cot. 

When Feux Foilets is on 
tour, their advance man has 
an added responsibility: be¬ 
sides arranging for accommo¬ 
dation and other normal pre¬ 
show duties, he must find a 
reliable baby sitter for Cald¬ 
on, who takes it all in stride. 

Parts Expand 

At Charlottetown, Hosie’s 
parts have expanded even fur¬ 
ther. For three years he’s 
been several of the characters 
in the festival’s standby show, 
Anne of Green Gables, includ¬ 
ing in the first year a |iost- 
man and a minister. 

He was a minister again in 
Jayne Eyre, several people in 
Private Turvey’s War all 
these in the summer of 1970. 

During the winter of 1970-71 
Hosie stayed in tlie east, and 
made several singing appear¬ 
ances on CBC radio on the 
Juliette show. In the spring he 
was in The Heart’s a Wonder, 
in two roles in this musical 
Western World, in Toronto. 

Heavy Year 

Then it was into the Char¬ 
lottetown Festival again, 
which holds initial rehearsals 
in Toronto. That year he was 
dn Anne again. Jayne Eyre 
again, and in Mary Queen of 
Scots, at Toronto’s O’Keefe 
Centre first, then the National 
.\rts Centre in Ottawa, then 
back to Charlottetown for the 
summer. 

It was that fall that Lund 
reactivated Feux Follcl.s, and 
Hosie toured with tliem not 
only across Canada, hut to 
Canadian forces bases in Ger¬ 
many and Cyprus. 


Eml Again 

The tour kept him busy 
until December, then it was 
east again to lake .\nne of 
Green Gables to New York 
for Christmas and New 
Year’s. 

After that he came home to 
Victoria and rested until last 
April, when it all began again 
foi the festival with Anne, 
Mary Queen of Scots and a 
new musical. Ballade, an all- 
Canadian production. 

The festival finished in 
.early September, w-hen Bill.

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Now A waits Murder Trial 


Rose’s Acquittal 
Invokes Cheers 


MONTREAL (CP)—Jacques 
Hose was acquitted Saturday 
ot kidnafpping Pierre Laportc, 
the Quebec labor minister, 
found strangled a week after 
he was kidnapped in October, 
1970. ,r 

The 11-man jury deliberated 
for 17 hours over three days 
before delivering its verdict, 
nn announcement that pro¬ 
voked cheering and the sing¬ 
ing of Quebec nationalist 
songs by some 50 courtroom 
spectators. 

It was the second trial on 
the kidnapping charge for 
Rose who still faces a murder 
charge in Laporte's death. 
The first trial ended May 11, 
In a hung jury. 

Before being returned to his 
cell to await the murder trial, 
the IS-year-old former me¬ 
chanic thanked the jury 
members the shook hands 
with them. 

His lawyer, Robert Le- 
mieux, hailed the jury's deci¬ 
sion as “a verdict of the peo¬ 
ple,” rather than *‘a verdict 
of the establishment.” 

“There will be roses in the 
snow this winteV,” he told the 
courtroom. 

1'he jury retired Thui-sday 
night to consider the evi¬ 
dence, which both the defence 
and prosecution had earlier 
agreed was only circum¬ 
stantial. 

No defence witnesses were 
called during the trial and the 
witness the prosecution said 
' ‘would have condemned 
Rose” refused to testify. 

Bernard Lortie, serving 20 
years in prison for the kidnap¬ 
ping of Laporte, was sen¬ 
tenced to five months consec¬ 
utive to his other sentence for 
refusing to testify at the trial. ' 
There were early indica- j 
tions the jury was having j 
trouble reaching a verdict. At 
<ine point the foreman told 
Mr. Justice Noel Barbes of 
Court of Queen’s bench ; 
"we’re not in agreement.” 

When deliberations resumed ' 
I'Yiday, the jury requested 
and received the transcripts 
of the testimony of three key 
witnesses and was permitted 
to c.xamine several e.xhibits. 

The Nov. 11 testimony of 
I>ouLsc Laiwrtc, Laporte’s 
sister-in-law, and Claude La- | 
porte, his nephew, and the j 
Nov, 22 and 23 testimony of i 
IMrs. Gerard Laporte was re- ^ 
e.xamincd by the jury when it 
reconvened Friday afternoon. 

Mrs. Gerard Laporte, no re¬ 
lation to the former labor 
minister, lived on the street in 
nearby St .Hubert where La¬ 
porte was held captive after 
his abduction. 


The Itidnapping of Laporte 
was witnessed by his sister-in- 
law, sitting in a nearby car, 
jad. bis neghew who was play¬ 
ing football with him when he 
was forced into a car and 
driven away. 

In his summation to the 
jury, Lemioux accused the 
crown of grooming its main 
witness, Mrs. Gerard Laporte. 

He claimed her testimony 
contradicted evidence she 
gave at Rose’s first trial. 
Mrs. Laporte testified she had 


seen Rose on the St. Hubert 
street where Laporte was held 
hostage for a week. 

Mr. Justice Barbes said in 
his address to the jury that he 
believed Mrs. Laporte’s testi¬ 
mony. 

Jacques Rose was the sec¬ 
ond member of the Rose fam¬ 
ily to go on trial in the kid- 
nap-murder of Laporte. His 
elder brother, Paul, is serving 
two concurrent life Imprison¬ 
ment sentences for the kid¬ 
napping and murder of the 
former labor minister.

MANILA — Thret promi¬ 
nent Filipinos, including the 
grandson of a former pres¬ 
ident and 'the nephew of the 
current vice president, have 
been arrested and accused of 
conspiracy to seize poN%er and 
kill President b’crdlnand 
Marcos and his family, the 
government said. 

Information secretary Fran 
cisco Tadad said arrested 
members of a "revolutionary 
.junta" had implicated the 
three iirominent men. He said 
that attempts on the life of 
Marcos, his wife and three 
children were expected to 
continue. 

The arrested men were 
identified as: Sergio Ooniena 
III, grandson of a Philippine 
wartime president and son of 
Senator Sergio Oamena Jr., 
the man Marcos dafeated in

son of the millionaire pres¬ 
ident of Marinduque Mining, 
the Philipiiines second largest 
copper mining concern.

When William Fletcher Tickle 
returns to the Empress Hotel in 
January, 1972, the wheel then 
coVnes full circle. The dowager 
Empress celebrates her 65th anni¬ 
versary so it is only fitting, that 
tea-time salon music dispensed by 
the one and only Billy Tickle, be 
revived for two weeks during that 
period. 

W. F. Ticklo as he si^rc? fiis name, was a i*art 
of tlie furniture at the famed es^blishment for 
more than 22 years. That is a i-e«oj«l in mu.sical 
( ircles in a city the size of Victoria. To quote a 
cliche, Billy has indeed lje<-ome a le^’end in his 
ov\Ti time. 

The trio will consist t>f Billy, famed pianist 
Malcolm More, \eteran of the ‘ golden era, ” and 
Bert Botten, ’cello. For a two week period, the 
musical caleivdar u ill roll back the years bet\\’een 
1928 and 1960. 

Billy came to this t ountr>- in 1914 from Cum- 
l>erland, England. He returned to the old country 
during the First World War, serving in the forces. 
After hostilities, back he came to Canada in 1919. 
He was a fully fledged performer by then. This 
enabled him to accept the i>osition of leader at 
the old Columbia Theatre on i 'lOvemment Street. 

Silent movies were in vogues Thi.s meant live 
musical accompaniment. He Ibter transferred 
across the street to the Variety Theatre. This is 
now occupied by a i*ensioner’s grouf*. Prior to 
this, the Variety had a chef|iiered career from a 
movie theatre, to a roller rink, to a dance es¬ 
tablishment. 

Returning to Billy Tickle, his first really im- 
r>ortant position, was as concert master at the 
Capitol Theatre on Yates Street. This venture \N'as 
opened in 1921. The initial program consisted of 
10 items ranging from a Toast to Victoria, musi¬ 
cally e.xpressed by a baritone and tenor, a 
new-sreel, a selection by the Capiterf Orchestra, a 
travelogue, plus an instrumental solo, followed by 
a short movie comedy, leading to the Capittrf 
Opera Company on stage in excerjyts from Rigo- 
letto cluminating in the feature movie TTie Con¬ 
quest of Canaan. 

Billy Tickle succeeded the conductor. Leslie 
r.rossmith, and was appointed rmisical director of 
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Victoria s first luxury theaUe for motion pictures. 
In 1923, the management installed one of ttie then 
new pipe organs for accom|)anylng silent movies. 
The orchestra was dismissed. By a curious quirk 
of fate, the pipe organ was se\'erely damaged by 
flooding. Thus Billy, and the orchestra were re¬ 
tained for several weeks until the organ was 
made fit for serv ice. 

Mr. Music of Victoria, as I like to refer to 
him, was later conductor of the pit orchestra at 
the Pantages Theatre. This later became the 
Coliseum and is now' the McPherson Playhouse. 
The policy at this theatre was a film and large 
stage presentation, ranging from vaudeville acts, 
to operatic and musical comedy, to one act plays 
by a stock company. All this for admission [irice 
of 25c for matinees. Wow', . . 

Billy Tickle eventually gravitated to the then 
new' Crystal Ciarden which was operated by the 
CPR. Here, he and his orchestra, played for 
dancing and backed shows that were staged in 
the auditorium.. This auditorium was occupied in 
recent years by the Tussauds Wax Museum prior 
to mcning to their present location. 

At the Cr>’stal Carden. W. F. Tickle w'as play¬ 
ing strict tempo for the “in-crowd” of the- day. 
They w’ere pre-occui)ied with such dances ats the 
One-step, Charleston. Black Bottom. This was the 
era of "Oh you kid” raccoon coate. B.C. electric 
streetcars, and jitneys. 

It was just a few steps .so to s(>eak. fi>om the 


CPR Crystal Carden, to the Crystal Balliwru at 
the Em[>ress. 'Thus was the commencement of 
Billy’s long sojourn. The Columbia Theatre. The 
Capitol, the Coliseum, were the prologue to his 
all-time record as provider of music for tea-time, 
and dancing, conventions, seasonal festivities, 
(you name it) at the big hotel on the causeway. 

In November 1928, dinner music w-as broad¬ 
cast nightly from the grill room over CTFCT, ex- 
ce{»t Sundays and Mondays. Quite an innovation 
for those days. On Dec. 30, 1929, an Old English 
Yuletide Festival w’as presented. A Dickensian 
fantasy Snovved In w'as among the sdcits. I see 
that BiUy w’as cast as Mr. Pickwick. Another 
string to his bow’. An actor yet! 

In the golden era of the late 20s and 30s. con¬ 
certs were a big feature in the Ballrown. One in 
question, was classical which included selections 
from Tannhauser by Wagner, and w'orks by Bizet. 
Handel. The orchestra w'as augmented for these 
occasions, and w'as co-ordinated by the depart¬ 
ment (rf music, Canadian Pacific Railway. How- 
nice that reads. 

Making music at the Empress had it's excit¬ 
ing memvents despite an aura oi dignity in those 
hallowed precincts. One cveniiig at precisely 8:30 
an earthquake tremor shook the capital city. One 
hundred diners leapt to their feet. It was reported 
that the only dishes ttiat rattled, were those upset 
by the startled guests. The cinjtion was repc^ed 
to have made the, orchestra leader jump two feet 


into the air. While descending, he [dayed three ' 
additional no(e& not in the score! It would seem 
that Billy ran the risk ot becoming Victoria’s 
FitJdler On ’The Roof. 

During his long tenufe .as chef d’orchestre, 
the stock>' little man has serenaded literally thou¬ 
sands of guests. He nas appeared before crow'ned 
heads, statesmen, and played for the late Pres¬ 
ident Roosev'elt with a trio of chamber musics 

Always the protagmist of live music. W. F. 
Tickle has held high office for many years in 
Local 247 American Federation of ^fusicians. His 
straight from the Moulder opinions and advice, 
have always been held in high esteem in the pro¬ 
fession. ^ 

There is no doubt he hit it right musically 
when he commenced his career in the capital city. 
Fiddling through the “dirty thirties” the anxious 
46$ and the post war 50s. into the 60s when he 
stepped do\\'n. One might say this w'as indeed a 
generation gap. 

He remarked to me recently that music ha4 
been good to him. I agree,, and might add that his; 
theme “Say It With Music” just about expresses : 
everx'thing. May he enjoy his triumphant retuxii i 
to the Empress for her 65th birthday. A fitting 
tribute would Ife the D«\’ld Rose comi>osition Hoi-. 
iday for Strings.

’ "committees repiesenling eac h con¬ 
gregation hud to hr held before 
everything fore.seeablo had been 
worked out and ready to |>resent to 
the fUJl membership of each church 
fc^r ODniideratioi;i arid ballot. 

I The result in both ca.ses was a 
tihanimous vote of accrptanc e. 

Now came physical imi»iement- 
tion of- the i*lan. The weightiest 
j>hasr was the mov ing of the United 
Church Hall (fortufiately of (xirtable 
constructiont across half a mile of 
green fields u> the foundation f»re- 
I)ared for g lie^ide .St. Dunstan's. .M- 
thcxigh this wds all done by profes¬ 
sionals. the move naturally' culled, 
in other aspects, on the time and 
muscle of congregation_ members.

an operation perhaps even now not 
entirely complete. 

Nevertheless now. neat in its new 
paint, the transiior.ed building finds 
itself in full .service, its facilities 
seizing the needs of a multiidicity of 
orgahi/ations. In first place of 
counse. the Sunday Sch«v)l. Hut b^- 
side.-^ that meetings or c la.s.ses of 
Health Clinic. Carden Club. Play 
.Sfhoitd. Ilatepaycrs' .Society. Roy 
Sicoiiis. ballet students and others 
makfc this a hive of activity and 
fully iiistifV’ the onetime United 
Church IhUl's new name the < tj^- 
don Head Parish Activ ity Centre. 

Besides it. the .Anglican Church too 
has. in this search for a wider unity, 
subnlerged its old St. Dunstan'.s 
under the new name I'lordon 
Head Parish C'hurch, <One may note 
that the science of semantics had 
often to surface in other but more 
minor asjeects of this new plan.) 

New idan yet not entirely so, 
for it is interesting ^o learn that the 
first Christian, seA ic e ever held 
north of Victoria, vyhile held in the 
home of the Presbyterian Orkney 
Island [lioneers. thh John Irvines, 
was an Anglican <then Chun h of 
England) service conducted by tlie 
Rev. J(;hn fiarrett o that denomina¬ 
tion. 

The year was 18(io and the p^pu- 
l^tion of Cedar Hill and its neighbor¬ 
ing di.stricts Mhat jnc-luded < lordon 
Head) was scsinty. But 12 adults at- 
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tended along with 10 children for 
whom a Sunday School class was 
provided. How many of that first 
gathering came from the district we 
are now considering is unrecorded, 
but with bfit three families -- the 
Tods. Merrimans and Scotts - then 
within its thick forests, the number 
would be small. 

Having taken this lcK)k at the 
very earliest scene from the history 
of church activity in the tk>rdon 
Head-Cedar Hill district, the reader 
may l>e interested in a short account 
of its growth from then until Pxlay. 

For the next two ycai-s after that 
first gathering Anglic*ans -- and 
probably those of other pei'suasions 
licside continued to enjoy tJie Sun¬ 
day hosjiitality of the Irvine home. 
But in 18<i2 they moved into a new 
building erected near the site of to¬ 
day's St. Luke's Church. 

Prosbyterlans however i later to 
become i»art of today's United 
Onirch) did not enjoy the ease of 
sen i< es from pastors of their own 
faith in their own district until in 
1873 men from St. Andrew's in the 
city began to condu; t service in the 
original Cedar Hill School iihe small 
building still on the bix»vv of the hill 
above .St. Luke'sL In 1894 they 

achieved the building <»f their, own 
chun h. the oi-iginal St Aidan's. now 
demolished. A few years after this, 
with the o|)ening in 1898 of the (Jor¬ 
don Head Mutual Improvement Soci¬ 
ety's Hall. Ciordip Head Presby¬ 

terians became the first of Christian 
faith to olfer kx al scrv i* es in this 
district. 

This »'.pi-don Hc.td building, 
whose (onstruction. although ac¬ 
tivated by a delating group that 

wanted more space than the school 
offered, and also hastened on by 
those interested in dancing (High¬ 
land style, T believe), was al.so from 
the first intended for religious use. 
This was indicated hy a small spire 
that, for the first 10 years of its exis¬ 
tence. stood above its gable end. 

The first services were conducted 
by the Rev. Murison of St. Aidan's 
and this church continued to prov ide 
evening services for the (loixlon 
Head district for more than a 
quarter of a century. Associated 
with the church were also the after- 
n<x>n Sunday S< hool. ladies' Aid and 
Mission Band for young peoi»le — 
organizations that served a valuable 
.soeial as well as spiritual jdirpose. 

When this writer, her i>arents.and 
sister, arrived in the distri< t in 1912 
attendance at lx)th Anglican and 
Presbyterian services early accus¬ 
tomed her to a eertajn l)i-<leni>mina- 
tionalism even if not "inter; ’ Sun- 
<lay mornings for our Anglican fami¬ 
ly meant a slow elip-clopping drive 
down to Si. Luke's vvhi« h had to be 
reached early enough (one hoi>ed!) 
to allow for the unhitching of the 
horse and tying up in tJie shed on 
^e old tllebe Farm. A slow drive 
home, a hurried Sunday dinner, and 
then off to join one's schoolmates, 
the ma jority of whom in this predo¬ 
minantly Scottish pioneered district, 
attended the Ib-esbyterian. Sunday 
School. 

Then as one got into one's teens 
evening .service at "the Hall " in- 
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volved, especially in winter, dark 
walks home along narrow roads 
whose deep bordering forests meant, 
at least to an imaginative adoles¬ 
cent, the possibility of the sudden 
af»pearance of a panther, though one 
never did appear. 

Soon after 1918 there was indeed 
for a short time the opiwrtunity for 
Anglicans to attend the "church of 
their choice” nearer home. The rec¬ 
tor, then at St. Luke’s, used to hold 
a Wednesday evening service in the 
(-.ordon Head HaU. Since to do this 
he had to walk from the rectory on 
Cedar Hill Crossroad, the service 
was always preceded- by supr>er at 
one or another of the few Anglican 
homes in the district. 

One of his visits to our home is 
indelibly impressed on my memory 
bv his refusal of cake becatise, he 
said, the budget did not allow such 
on their family menu and he did not 
want to have what his children could 
not. How noble I, who loved cake, 
thought him! 

Nostalgic also is the memory of 
the walk up across the fields after- 
wank with him and my father — a. 
quiet walk undisturbed by sound of 
automobile or aeroplane. 

Returning to the Presbyterians. 
For them 1925 and formation of the 
United Church marked the end of 
their services at the Cordon Head 
Hall. Nou' they must travel to St. 
Aidan’s or First United, or if op- 
fK>sed to union, to St. Andrew’s in 
the city. 

From 1925 to 1955 the years saw 
no change in church facilities for the 
('.ordon Head district, but from then 
-on every few years have seen 
change following change. 

In 1955 St. Luke’s, though ^ice 
enlarged, once again found itself 
short of space and that year es¬ 
tablished. at a site on Hawthorne 
Street in the Shelboume Valley, the 
mission church of St. Chad's. 'ITiey 
housed it in a building purchased 
from the Dtitch Apostolic Church 
.and moved to this western site. 

In 1959 they purchased another 
building, one of the Army huts ^e 
University of Victoria w'as disposing 
of at its new Finnerty Road 
Campus, and moved it to newly- 
cleared land at the top of Feltham 
Road. Thk they named the mission 
church of St. Richard’s. 

Soon after this Gordon Head 
members of the United Church 
began work on premises of their 
own, the building of what was for 
ncarlv 11 years the Gordon Head 
United HaU. It marked the construc¬ 
tion of the first new building by any 
denomination in this district. No¬ 
vember 19, 1961, saw it completed 
and 42 charter members attended 
ttie serv'ice of dedication of this 
building of interestingly modem ar¬ 
chitectural design. 

Next move in religious circles in 
('.ordon Head was the decision of the 
Anglicans to consoUdate both their 
mission churches at St. Richard’s. 
This move, made in 1963, though it 
did mean an upheaval for those wdw 
had worked hard at St. Ovad’s, did 
bring to the point of decision the 
long-cherished dream of each to 


build a "proper" church. 'The build- 
dings used by them both up to then 
never had been intended for more 
than temporary use for services and 
later to revert to the status of 
church haU. ('The same held true of 
the United Church buUding of 1961.) 

But by 1964 both land and con¬ 
struction costs had mounted and so 
it was not until 1966 that they were 
able to vacate St. Richard’s Church. 
That building was then taken over 
by the Roman Catholics and since 
then operated by them under the 
name of St. 'Thomas More. 

Tlie new church — St. Dunstan’s 
— in which the Anglicans held their 
first service on Feb. 6,1966, stood on 
a centrally’ located site at the comer 
of TyndaU and San Juan Avenues in 
neighborly proximity to the grocery 
store that had been ministering to 
the bodily needs of the district for 
more than 60 years. Built to seat 
250, St. Dunstan's had also been 
planned to extend if necessary 
to twice that seating without 
loss of harmony in design. A point to 
remember. 

Ft^owing this five years oi quiet 
in both United Church and Anglican 
life, but then came 1971, the year of 
adventurous concefjt that led to the 
tremendous changes of this past 
summer. 

September marked the beginning 
of tte co-operative use of "our 
Church," each congregation arriving 
for its separate service with a break 
of only around 15 minutes between 
the end of the 9:30 Anglican service 
and the start of the 10:45 United 
Church service. Such a narrow mar¬ 
gin, though it does enrich by the 
chance for introductions that may 
grow to wider friendships does, if 
conversations become overly long, 
put a certain pressure in the park¬ 
ing area, but this is a small prob¬ 
lem. 

Now it is December, the mcmth of 
the combined evening services. 
Parking problems have to become 
an accepted thing. But, after all, 
v^at matter? San Juan and Tyndall 
Avenue are wide, nearly ditchless 
and well-lighted. 

Hour of serv ice is a reasonably- 
chosen and convenient 6:30 — an 
hour daiic enough outside to allow 
the lights within the church to give a 
warm welcome to all w’ho come. 
I<ater, when the congregation rises 
to sing, the lights bring an added 
glow to the scarlet and gold binding 
of the new interdenominational 
hymn books that were part of the 
dovv’ry the United Church brought to 
the partnership. 

Even^brighter will the hymnals 
gleam when Christmas is really 
here and their color is supplemented 
by the red of holly berries and poin- 
settias in the Christmas decoratiais. 
'Hien when the voices of combined 
choirs and congregaticwTs are raised 
in the joyous hymns and carols of 
the season will be felt most richly 
the warmth implicit in that big 
WELCOME on the sign at the 
ccwmer. 

Now, what of the future in this 
district that has seen such variety of 
dev’elopment in church use? Who 
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BOAR'S HEAD is still tradition at Empress.

The festive Yule season was again 
approaching in December 1862, when 
the Victorian columnist for fte San 
Francisco Deuly Alta decided to 
write about some of the customs 
which still marked Christmas time 
both in his homeland Ekigland and 
in England’s Pacific colony. 

No doubt some of those ancient 
traditional ceremonies went on be¬ 
hind the doors of such homes as 
Craigflow’er Manor. Governor Doug¬ 
las’ residence on Elliot Street and 
John Tod’s home in Oak Bay. 

One custom which the columnist 
stressed for the many readers in 
San Francisco related to the caiiy- 
ing in to the dining room of what he 
called "a soused bear’s head." It 
must be remembered that this vras 
deme in mediaeval times and on into 
the 16th and later centuries, when 
wild boars were plentiful in bf»th 
England and on the continent. 

In Victoria the domestic pig 
vv'ould take its place, as is done 
today in some of the capital's more 
select hotels and restaurants, ac¬ 
companied w’ith the traditional 
music and “minstrelsey." 

Readers of the Daily Alta were 
edified probably to learn of the ori¬ 
gin of this Yule custom. 

•nve roasted boar’s head, gaily 
decorated, a baked apple in its 
mouth, was borne to the principal 
table on a silver platter with great 
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state and solemnity. There is a tra¬ 
dition that this custom originated in 
Queen s College., Oxford, in com¬ 
memoration of the valor of a stu¬ 
dent, v^K) while on a w’alk, reading 
Aristotle, being sudd«ily attacked 
by a wild boar, rammed the vx)lumc 
into the throat of the aggressor, cry¬ 
ing 'Graecum est ’ till he had fairly 
ch(riced the beast to death. 

The dish of boar’s head ceremony 
was long observ'ed in the Christmas 
festivities of the Inns’ of Court as il 
is still done at Queen’s College 
where the dish is brought in to the 
chant an old half-Latin ditty: ^ 

Capet apri defer© 

Reddees laedes df^ntino 
The boar's head In handes 
bring I 

WMi garlands gay and rose- 
mary; i 

I pray you all sing merrUy 
Qui estis ie cowvivio." 

As the Victoria cxdumn to the 
Dailj' Alta concluded: "Christmas in 
England this December of 1862 was 
a sober <wie because of the death on 
Dec. 15 of the husband of Queen Vic¬ 
toria, the Prince Consort. In Vic¬ 
toria itself the celebrations w'ere 
also a bit subdued for the same 
roason. But even fio it is likely that 
this old custom took place as usual 
in scene of the Colony’s more com¬ 
modious homes.

knows? Still only less than a dream 
is that someday that Parish Church 
signboard might have to be enlarged 
to accommodate the names of more 
denominations than the tw’o already 
there. Easily done, and, as already 
mentioned, enlargement of the 
church building itself is entirely fea¬ 
sible. 


In the meantime, in a world that 
sees so many aorrows resulting from 
religious div'isiveness, any move to-, 
wards unity is a happy one. This 
present move the establishment 
of the Gordon Head Parish Church 
lays on those engaged in it ttie 
heavy but exhilarating burden of 
prov ing that it can work! 
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Saanich has changed in the 120 years since the Hudson's Bay Company farm of 

Lake Hill heralded the coming of "civilization" to this beautiful land. Even the 
local Songhees tribe had favored Saanich, or Land of Plenty, their original home- 
site having been Cadboro Bay until the construction of Fort Victoria, when, at¬ 
tracted by the lure of the white man's trade goods and wages, they moved to what 
is now downtown Victoria until persuaded to settle across the Inner Harbor. With 
the turn of, the century, they had been' moved again, to their present reserve.

I . . - 

The magic of Saanich Peninsula had worked its 
spell upon the first settlers, also. Originally, Chief Fac¬ 
tor James Douglas had waxed lyrical over the virtues of 
all "Camosack," writing his senior, John McLoughtin, 
of "a perfect 'Eden' in the midst of the dreary wilderness 
of the northwest coast, and so different is its general 
aspect from the wooded, rugged regions around that one 
might be pardoned for supposing it had dropped from 
the clouds into its present position." 


By 1852. the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany was well established on the 
southern tip of Vancom’er Island, 
ile\'elopment having spread as far 
as Craigflower. Col\%x)od, Langford 
and Lake Hill, where vast - farms 
had been cleared, .company em¬ 
ployees raising cattle, sheep.; vege¬ 
tables and wheat. 

• Ownei-ship of "Sanitch” had been 
legally transferred upon the pay¬ 
ment of £41.13.4 to Chief What-Say- 
MuUet and nine of his tribesmen, on 
Feb. 6. 1852.. Five days later, the ef¬ 
ficient Douglas assumed official con¬ 
trol of North .Saanich when terms 
were reached with Chief Hotutstun. 

The chief factor also came to 
agreement withi the Songhees at 
^ Fort Victoria, securing, “for a cer¬ 
tain remuneratiw),” all lands but 
those on which were situated vil¬ 
lages and fenced fields throughout 
^ "District of Victoria from Gor¬ 
don Head on Arro .Strait to Point Al¬ 
bert on the .Strait of Juan de Fuca.” 
In due course, the Clallam tribes¬ 
men surrendered their claijn to the 
soil as far as Sheringham Point. 

Douglas did stipulate that the 
tribes wobld continue to enjoy ihe 
right “to carry on their fisheries 
with the same freedom as when they 
were sole occupants of the land,” 
the major restriction being that they 
could not resell die land to private 
parties. [ 

But n^t all. of the southern Is¬ 
land’s ordinal inhabitants regarded 
the white! man’s arrival with enthu¬ 
siasm. mbny being openly resentful 
of the invasion! However, their 
healthy regard for the ships of Her 
Majesty’s Navy, which called regu¬ 
larly at Fort Victoria, acted as a 
sobering influence upon any dis¬ 
posed to dispute the inevitable. 

But this mutual respect changed 
drastically in November of that year 
\Nhen HBC shepherd James Skea 
came upc>n the l^xly of His fellow 
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worker. Peter Prown, at Christmas 
Hill. The discm-erj- sent a chill of 
fear throughout the colony, particu¬ 
larly among the many settlers who 
had established themselves far Worn 
the protection of the fort. 

The gravity^ of the crisis is made 
apparent by t^ fact that Etouglas, 
nofv governoi'l assumed p>ei’sonal 
charge of the ibN-estigation and visit¬ 
ed the scene of the slaying, to note: 
“The body w’as slfill warm and was 
surrounded by a {wol of blood, and 
death had been evidently caused" by 
tw’o gunshot wounds, one of which 
had pdhetrated the chest from the 
right side where the ball had en¬ 
teredthe other had taken effect on 
the left sid^. about the region of the 
heart, and must have caused almost 
ir^tant deaih ..." ** 

Even to. Douglas’ untutoied! eye. 
the crime <j>bviously had been com¬ 
mitted by Indians, leading him to 

J onclude his report with: “I have no 
oubt we shall .so.m discover the 
real authoi*s of the outrage, who! it is 
supposed had no other motive than 
the desire of plunder. Having just 
returned from_ the scene of the 
murder. I have had no time to 
arrange any plan for bringing the 
' criminals to justice, a mea.sure 
absolutely ncee.ssary as an ex¬ 
ample to fVthers.’* 

Having deduced, 'through articles 
left at the murder scene and a re¬ 
port of two natives .seen at the ‘sta¬ 
tion’’ on the morning that, Riown 
iwas shot. , that the culprits were 
members of the Cowichan tribe. 

, Douglas dispatched messengers fo 
that clan!.S chieftains. Offering a re¬ 
ward for tlie wanted men’s captut^ 
h,e concluded with a warning that, if 
his ultimatum -drew no respoase, he 
w’ould “be under-the painful nece.s- 
sit>' of sending a force to seize upon 
the murderers, in whatever place 
they may be fijund.’’ 

■ But two rnonth.s passed without 
apprehension ' of the wanted men 
and, having decided to head the po¬ 
lice expedition himself. Gov. Doug¬ 
las sailed for the mouth of the Cow¬ 
ichan River aboard the .Ss. Beaver. 
Keeping convoy with the little 
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workhorse was the company brigan¬ 
tine Recovery’ and boats from HM.S 
Thetis. Comprised of marines, sea¬ 
men and HBC guides, the former 
under command of Lieut. .Arthur 
.Sansum, the naval force totalled 140 
men. 

One of the naval gunneiy officers 
present that historic January room¬ 
ing has left us a vivid account of the 
memorable confrontation on the 
banks of the -Cowichan, more than a 
century ago. .After Douglas had sent 
messengers to the local chieftains, 
he and his men erected a tent on 
high giound. and placed his pi.s- 
tol.s, a cutlass and se^•eral peace 
offerings on' a table. 

As his force waited tensely in a 
driving rain, from far upriver came 
the “melancholy boom of the war 
drums, and far-off cries resoJvod 
themselves into w’ar songs, as a 
fleet of large canoes, lashed to¬ 
gether in triplets, paddled furiously 
‘round the ^nd of the river and 
headed fdr our position at full speed. 
The strange and fascinating sight is 
with me still," recalled .Admiral 
John Moresby <a young lieutenant in 
1852) years after . Over 200 tall 
warriors, their height exaggerated 
with head plume.s. faces terrificaJly 
painted with red ochre, decked w ith 
loin ropes of shells which met their 
deer-skin leggings and clatleied 
with every movement as they leaped 
from the canoes." 

. Within a matter of seconds, tlie 
situation had become precarious. 
Etouglas’s force being outnumbered. 
More to the jwint, the governor 
noted afterward, the Cowichans ob¬ 
viously planned tp “defend <the 
wanted men) to the last e.xtreme.” 
Yet Douglas gave no outward sign 
of alarm, remaining calmly seated 
aid smoking his pipe before his tent 


as the Cowichans moved into posi¬ 
tion. one group on his flank, a sec¬ 
ond. larger force, led by a chieftain, 
marching towards him. 

As the marines and seamen 
cocked their vveapons and awaited 
the word to fire, Douglas watched 
the approaching chief, who, perhaps 
puz/lixi by his stoicism, had slowed 
his advance. This momentary lull 
was all Dxiglas needed and, as the 
Cowichan warriors watched their 
leader for the .signal to charge, that 
bewildered general was taken even 
further aback when the governor 
calmly rose to give a .speech. 

.Addressing them in their own 
tongue, Douglas announced that if 
the murderers were not surrendered 
forthwith he would bum their vil¬ 
lages. His edict brought instant re¬ 
sponse from the Cow’ichans — but 
not in the manner he had dared 
hope for. as. much to his astonish¬ 
ment, the Indians began to argue 
amfmgst themselves. 

.Seconds later, pandemonium 
leigned. the Cowichan lines disrupt¬ 
ed by qu.'u rels between chiefs, sub- 
chiefs and braves as to whether or 
not they should attack or accept 
Gov. Douglas’ terms. Hours later, 
the turmoil continued, tempers soar¬ 
ing higher by the minute as the 
p«dice force anxiously awaited the 
assault which must come. But the 
attack never materialized, the crisis 
being averted when, suddenly, a 
Cowichan warrior thrust one of the 
fugitives — his own son — toward 
the whites. 

At least, Mich is Moresby’s color¬ 
ful account. Douglas described the 
affair somewhat differently, prais¬ 
ing the Royal Marines' restraint in 
holding fire in the face of a “furious 
rush’’ by the Cowichans. 

“When the first excitement had a 




























Was Whelan Guilty? 
Doubt Still Lingers

/t was just after 2 o'clock on the morning of April 7^ 
1868, that the Ottawa House of Commons adjourned and 
minutes later, under bright moonlight, the carriages and 
hired hacks were departing. A sprinkling of the home- 
ward-bound legislators drifted on foot across Parliamertt 
Square, 


little abated. ” ht? refiorted to the 
HBC secretary, “the murderer was 
brought into my presence and 1 suc¬ 
ceeded after a good deal of trouble 
in taking him quietly into custody: 
and sent him a close prisoner on 
board the steam vessel (Beaver)," 

This accomplished, Douglas said 
he had reassembled the cio\%'ichans 
and “s|x>ke to them long and 
seriously on the sub.ject of their re¬ 
lations with the cilony, and the 
rules which must govern their con¬ 
duct in future. They expressed the 
utmost regret for the misconduct of 
their countr>'man. and their desire 
to live on friendly terms with the 
Colony, and appeared much intimi¬ 
dated by the imposing force before 
them. . . 

Then, as his tribesmen watched 
“in the best possible temper,” the 
prisoner was bound and led away. 
Douglas having been told that the 
second culprit, son of a Nanaimo 
chieftain, had escaped to his owm 
people. Then, with considerable re¬ 
lief, the whites withdrew to the ships 
and continued northward, through 
Sansum Narrows, to Nanaimo 
River. , 

Here, however, it/ became imme¬ 
diately apparent that the Indians 
would not give in as easily, although 
they did offer to pay reparations for 
the murdered shepherd. To this, of 
course, Douglas refused and, an¬ 
gered by the delays, had his men 
seize several hostages, including the 
fugitive's father. The expedition 
then made camp to aw-ait the In¬ 
dians’ response. Their answer came 
48 hours after, when the alleged 
killer was paddled into view. 

But, as the whites moved to 
arrest him, the fugitives w as landed 
and ran into the trees — leaving an 
exasjjerated Gov. James Douglas 
beside himself with rage. Patience 
exhausted, he directed his force 
upriver and arriving at the first vil¬ 
lage, the w'hites charged ashore. 
Taking the natives by surprise, they 
stormed into the stockade, without 
resistance. Proceeding upriver to a 
larger encampment the nejet day, 
EkHiglas found himself in possession 
of the tribe’s entire winter supply of 
provisions. It was this faeUw which 
proved to be the trump card as, 
when he ordered his men to bum 
their \illage, the natives sullenly 
agreed to reveal the hunted man’s 
hideout. 


Thus inforjned. Douglas’ half- 
breed guides raced in pursuit, losing 
the brave’s trail temporarily at the 
edge of a river. But, examining 
some boulders upstream, they found 
his tracks in the snow, the signs 
again ending at the edge of a deep 
pool. Surmising that the fugitive 
“must have crossed by swimming,” 
they skirted tlie pool and picked up 
his trail once more. Finally, “in an 
open glade,” they found him'cower¬ 
ing in the roots of a fallen tree and, 
shackling him securely, the hunters 
returned to the village where all, 
white and Indians, were waiting. 

Douglas, whose bluff manner and 
mask of austerity concealed a com¬ 
passionate nature, wrote that “it 
w’as pitiful to see the splendid w'ild 
man captive among his owti people. 
What they felt I know not; what 
they evinced was the stoical indiffer¬ 
ence of their tradition. Not a sound 
was uttered, not a look show'ed pity 
or anger as we closed round our 
prisoner and set off on Hie return 
march.” 

Aboard the Beaver, both braves 
were tried before Vancouver Is¬ 
land’s first jury. Having pleaded 
guilty, they were duly sentenced to 
hang and. taken to nearby Protec¬ 
tion Island, duly dispatch^ as the 
Nanaimo tribe w'atched in silence. 
Both men died bravely, the only 
emotion shown being that of the 
Nanaimo warrior’s mother who, tot¬ 
tering to the gallows after the deed 
was done, kissed his feet and “clung 
to them " in her grief. When her pleas 
for the lethal was granted, she 
placed the hemp about their own 
neck, pressing it to her lips and sob¬ 
bing as several of those whites 
W'atched the pathetic scene surrepi- 
titiously dabbed at their own eyes. 

The tragic “Cow’egin” case, 
concluded Douglas on an official 
note, “may be considered as an 
epoch in the history of our Indians 
relations which augers well for the 
future peace of the Ctolony.” 

Thus, 120 years after, Nanaimo 
area's Chase River and Gallows 
Point. 

The Saanich landmark of Christ¬ 
mas Hill, where shepherd Peter 
Brown w'as shot to death, has 
changed, of course, homes, stores 
and streets now covering the one¬ 
time Hudson s Bay Company farm. 
The day when the “land of plenty’' 
W'as the sole domain of the Indian 
has long passed. 


One of these latter, 43-year-old 
Thomas d’Arcy McGee had but 30 
minutes to live. For. in slightly less 
than halt an hour later as he insert¬ 
ed his key in the front door of Mrs. 
Trotter's boarding house on Sparks 
Street, someone ci^pt up behind him’ 
and fired a' .32 calibre revolver bul¬ 
let into the back of his head. McGee 
died on his doorstep without reco¬ 
vering consciousness. 

This diminutive parliamentarian 
(he was only five-foot-three) had a 
rather curious political career. 
Apart from being a trenchant speak¬ 
er and journalist, and something of 
a poet. 20 years before his untimely 
death he had to flee his native Ire¬ 
land (for the U.S.) for getting em-^ 
broiled in the Young Ireland league. 

For a spell he was a newspaper 
editor in Boston, then came to Cana¬ 
da. where somehow he underwent a 
curious oolilical metamorphosis, for 
when he entered Parliament (in 
1858> he turned out to be a loyal sup¬ 
porter of the Crown and an outspo¬ 
ken enemy of the Fenian Broth¬ 
erhood. Of course history re¬ 
members him best as being one of 
the leading figures in bringing about 
Canadian confederation. 

How'ever, in the eyes of Irish pa¬ 
triots he W'as a traitor and thus a 
likely sub.iect for retribution. All of 
which gives one a hint of the politi¬ 
cal and emotional atmospher^e that 
backgrounded the arrest and trial of 
McGee’s assassin. Who, it was al¬ 
leged, was one James Whelan. 

Because WTielan had a motive 
... he hated D’Arcy McGee. He had 
opportunity for he was near the 
murder scene and he had no alibi. 
In addition he had a w'eapon, a .32 
calibre Smith and Wesson revolver, 
one chamber of which had been re¬ 
cently fired then reloaded. 

Worse still. ^Vhelan’s conduct 
W'as suspicious. He acted like a con¬ 
spirator. 

These, then, w'ere the incrimina¬ 
ting circumstances. But there w'ais 
also some direct evidence. A man 
called Lacroix swore he saw Whelan 
fire the shot. Then there w’as an ad¬ 
mission; two men swore they heard 
t^Tielan confess to the murder. 

Upshot was that Whelan was 
tried, convicted and hanged. He 
made a coupl-* of unsuccessful ap¬ 
peals from the judgment, but Jack 
Ketch had the last w'ord. 

There has been lingering doubt in 
the mind of at least one Canadian 
that Whelan was the murderer. He 
is T. P. Slattery, w'ho lives in Mon¬ 
treal and happens to be senior 
partner in one of Canada’s leading 
law firms. For years he has probed 
the question of Whelan’s guilt or in¬ 
nocence. 

The result of his endeavors is 
this abscMrbing story, which show's a\ 
every step evidence of careful lej^al 
assessment. 

End result is Slattery's summa¬ 
tion that, from a legal point of view, 
Whelan did not get a fair trial. “All 
told,” be says, ‘suspickMis nothwidi- 
standing, there is no conclusive evi¬ 
dence that James Whelan was the 
assassin.” 

There was one curious circum¬ 
stance that I found intriguing. 

Though the murder weapon is

now' lost to us, along with a box of 
shells Hound in Whelan’s possession, 
in his reseatx!h Slattery managed to 
track down Ihe actual murder bullet 
in the archwesl of the province of 
Ontario. 

Of course one realizes that all 
that could be offered in evidence a 
hundred years ago was that this .32 
bullet was similar in calibre and 
w'eight to other bullets in the gun 
and in the box. But wouldn’t it have 
been Interesting If the three prin¬ 
cipal exhibits had been saved few 
posterity ? So that w-e could have the 
situation of a modem ballistics ex¬ 
pert cinching the question of guilt 
or inhocence ... 104 years after 
the event!

IIS BRIEF 

THE WHALE, by Jacques-Yrea 
Cousteau and Philippe DMe (Doub¬ 
leday; 400 pages; IdlJiO) is the lat¬ 
est offering in the Cousteau under¬ 
sea discoveries series. As usual, the 
color photography is outstanding, 
and almost anything written about 
these magnificent creotures cannot 
fail to be fascinating. 

But — and it’s a big but — I find 
I can no longer accept Cousteau’s 
work at face value. 

Tke steady fkiW of books and the 
incessant TV exposure — all essen¬ 
tial to support his Monaco head¬ 
quarters and his costly ship Calypso 
with its large crew of specialists — 
indicate that fiie man is on a tread¬ 
mill ; to keep going he must produce 
and produce and produce. 

In a w'ord. he’s gone commei;pial 
and a careful reading of the text of 
The Whale shows diat he’s pulling 
his punches and compromising with 
his conscience, rfere are two exam¬ 
ples: 

He mentions captuoed whales and 
lists wdiere they are used as circus 
acts (incidentally, Vancouver, is 
mentioned but Victoria is ignored) 
but dismisses this in a line as neces¬ 
sary for scientific obsen ation. 

Also, numeA>us pictures show 
his men chasing, and terriltying 
wliales, in rubber boats powered by 
enormous outtx>ard motors. 

Tlie old (Dooiteau would have de¬ 
plored circus whales and forbidden 
the terror tactics. 

For me,' (jousteau has lost his 
credibility, but this in no way de¬ 
tracts frcmi the essential pleasufe of 
this book, which is the amazing pic¬ 
torial record of the awe-inspiring 
whale In Ks natural element. 

As with his books on the shark, 
and with c<mal, Cousteau ends with 
a passionate plea for the. whale's 
preservation. I've no doubt he ii sin¬ 
cere, in fact I'm certain he is, but, 
regretfully, it’s beginning to sound 
Bke part of an act—EJLW.-H.

Hawthomthwaite and Williams came from the 
Nanaimo area, and, laten John Pbtee. 

Hie Namaimo area gave birth to socialism Jrt 
British Columbia, through fhe cbal miners, who 
sweated far below the surface of the earth so the 
Dunsmurs dould build castles in Victoria or so 
the socialist said. 

Hon. j Leo Nihtsick. socialist fighter in our 
legislature since 1849. and how' minister of mines 
has, in the House, called Hbn. Dunsmuir’s Craig- 
darroch Castle a monument to the capitalism that 
put the ruthless crunch to laboring people, in 
\he interests of fat profits that, in Mr. Nimsick s 
view, make the rich richer and the poor poorer. 

Nei’ertheless. Mr. N i m s i c k delights in 
Craigdarroch. antf* he and Mrs. N'inTisick always 
take their visitors on a tour of that historically 
priceless building, which The Castle Society, with 
'tlie doretions left by tourists, is now restoring.

Mrs. Irene Smith’s favorite speech was this: 
“Sinced labor is the creator of all wealth, the nat¬ 
ural c(^IIary is that labor should possess a’d 
wealth, but. the capitalist system is the enemy of 
the w’orking people, because all the products of 
labor belong to the capitalist, who is master.

Tlie Conservatives have elected hut one — 
Tilly Jean Rolston. and she turned to Social Cred¬ 
it in 1952 with W. A. C. Bennett. 

While socialists hordes of 1903 were shaking 
their fists at capitalists, and hammering on the 
gates, there took place in Victoria, a wedding, at 
that very bastion of capitalism — Craigdarroch. 

Whether there were special guards fosted at 
the Castle to keep the socialist hordes away is not 
knowm. If there were, tlierc was no mentiwi in the 
newspapers. 

No doubt, the details of this very high-society 
event, further inflamed the militant socialists, 
when they read in The Colonist: 

“At Christ Church Cathedral — Miss Eliza¬ 
beth Harvey, daughter of the late James Harvey 
of Nanaimo, and granddaughter of Mrs. Joan 
Dunsmuir, of Craigdarroch, and the late Hcwi. 
Robert Dunsmuir, foremost citizen of British Co¬ 
lumbia at the time of hi$ death in 1889, and Mr.. 
George Kirk, of Messrs. Turner, Beeton and Co. -

“.A reception was held at Craigdarroch for 
several hundred guests. 

. “The band of the 5th Regiment played suit¬ 
able music on the wide lawn terrace, beside the 
lake and stream with its rustic wooden bridge. 

J '‘This lake is now the lovely sunken garden 
at the home of Mrs. Victor Sutherland, at the 
corner of Joan Crescent and Manor Road.) 

“Mr. and Mrs. Kirk left for VTancouver and 
will sail in a few days by the Empress of China 
for the Orient. India and England, returning in 
about a year to Victoria where they will take up 
residence in their new home on St. Charles 
.Street. i 

The biggest uproar of the 1903 campaign was 
at V’ancouver city hall. 

Organized labor was holding a meeting, and 
invited to speak was Ralph Smith, Liberal MP for 
Nanaimo. 

Victoria socialist candidate J. C. Watters went 
o\-er and made a speech, saying: “A socialist 
campaign is always free of mud-slinging, and 
l>ersonal abuse, issues only being dealt with. 

The socialist platform can be summed up in 
one sentence, namely the collective ownership of 
ali the means of production and distributicp.” 

Mr. Smith ascended the platform, when bed¬ 
lam broke loose, and “he left the stage before his 
speech was half over. 

“He claimed that he was driven off by a hos¬ 
tile socialist element. 

• fie not only left the platform, but the hall 
also, and half the crowd follow’ed him down the 
front stairs and out into Westminster Avenue. 

i “This was one of the episodes that made the 
demonstration one of the liveliest semi-political 
gatherings that has ever taken place in V’an¬ 
couver. certainly, for many many moons. 

•* ‘I differ entirely w»ith state socialism.’ Mr. 
.Smith had shouted, vehemently, and it was then 
the trouble broke loose. 

•• ‘Take that back,’ several men shouted, and 
several of the ladies, at this juncture, began to 
look pale and glance helplessly toward the doors. 

•• I take nothing back,’ said Mr. Smith, and 
as the uproar continued, he shouted: ‘Of course 
\ou don’t want to hear What I have to say, 
because you’re afraid of the truth ... 

•• ‘As a matter of justice and right, in the in¬ 
terests of democracy, I give you my opinion that 
. . . but there was so much noise that nobody 
found out what his opinion was. 

• When order was restored, momentarily, the 
man from Nanaimo said: *If the socialists refuse 

hear what I have to say, then I am quite ready 
to .sit down.’ 

•And sit dowTi he did, and the uproar broke 
out afresh. 

•• *1 want to ask Mr. Smith a question,’ ex¬ 
claimed an anxious man from the rear. 

“ Well, I wxMi’t answ’er it now,’ shouted Mr. 
.Smith, for you have refused to hear me, and 
that's all there is to it. 

•• I’ll leave the hall,’ he said, and marched 
out. and was followed by an unruly mob. 

' The remainder relapsed into a sombre si¬ 
lence, during, which Mr. Hawthomthwaite spoke, 
saying that capitalism, the enemy of mankind, 
must be routed once and for all, otherwise the 
pj osperity of British Columbia is doomed.

With the current interest in Cana¬ 
da’s “national dream.” as inspired 
by Mr. Berton’s epic xxorks on the 
subject. Wilson's memoirs will be of 
interest to many who find this 
chapter of our past fascinating. 

Although. lue to Wilson’s humble 
position as a oackcr. his account is 
limited in histoi'icnl significance, it 
makes for enjoyable reading; par¬ 
ticularly as, in this capacity, Wilson 
performed the role of Rogers’ per¬ 
sonal aide-de-e.imp (at lea.st to hear 
Wilson tell iti during the battle to 
conquer the Rockies with rails of 
steel, and during Rogers’ oxxn per¬ 
sonal struggle to prove that the 
Kicking Horse Pass was the only 
possible route. If, at times, Wilson 
seems to hax'e emphasized his own 
importance, he can be exi^ised for 
his having provided a valuable first¬ 
hand portrait of that incredible engi¬ 
neer who labored so long and so 
hard to make the transcontinental 
raiUvay a success. For without the 
likes of Maj. Rogers and his coura¬ 
geous colleagues, the “national 
dream” v-x'ould .nave remained just 
that.

For most people the conflict lie- 
tween England and Spain in the IKtli 
century consisted solely in the de¬ 
struction of the Great Armada iU 
1588 by Drake. Howard, and the En¬ 
glish weather. 

Actually, the defeat of that ar¬ 
mada — w hich naturally pro\ ides 
the central theme of this btxik 
wqs/, not the end of the Sjianish na\y 
but the prelude to its reconstruction 
on new lines. .And. after the debacle 
of 1588, there were in fact, three 
more armada.s. 

Graham not only goes into little 
known aspects j of this lengthy ct*m- 
hat. which fa.4hioned much of the 
latter history of western Europe, he 
summaries the disruptive forces in 
Europe that, through 30 years, de¬ 
stroyed the amity between F’ngland 
and Spain, with tlie fateful meetin-g 
of Philip and Elizabeth providing 
the catalyst. 

This vvell-re.searched and highly 
interesting book has the adderl 
l>»nus of this fine novelist’s gift of 
brilliant characterization and swiit- 
moviiig narrative form. 

Graham is to be congratulated -m 
presenting not only 9 superb story of 
human hostility and passion. i»ut 
also a most useful' contribution to 
history.

With Wulfe to Quebec is a fairly 
dull bcok. made duller by the te¬ 
dious style, of the naval historian.

Contemporary Cana¬ 
dian Painting by William

It runs, as might be expected, 
from .\Jex Colville to Guido Molinari 
with an interesting text that is easy 
to read and well presented. 

It is a very lavishly illustrated 
but a bit disturbing. The prob¬ 
lem is that it is difficult to assess 
the quality of the reproductions if 
one takes the painting by Jack 
Chambers tilled 401 Towards Lon¬ 
don. No. 1. 

I Iwve seen two other color 
plates of this work and not one of 
them ltx)k the same. So the question 
arises, to what extent are illustra¬ 
tions in color of any use in deter¬ 
mining the quality of the original? 

I found Withrow’s essay on 
Harold Town particularly interesting 
and even in its brevity it tells a 
great deal about this remarkable 
Canadian, who has already been the 
subject of much discussion. 

Tliere is always the contentious 
question of who should be included 
and who should be omitted in a book 
titled Contemporary Canadian 
Painting, but of course, this is en¬ 
tirely a subjective matter that will 
never lie resolved satisfactorily for 
everyone. Still, on balance, allcKving 
for personal prejudices, Mr. 
Withrow has done a fine job in this 
valuable book. —W.D.T.

World War shocks — but it shocks 
the reader out of the modem atti¬ 
tude of easy complacency about 
these dreadful events. 

He shatters all the myths, all thir' 
excuses — the Jews were savagely, 
iM-utally murdered, and it wasn’t 
just the Germans who did it. but, as 
he says, their international social¬ 
ist brothers, the Pope, England, and 
America. 

We should perhaps try to forgive, 
he says, but we should never, e\»er 
forget, as so many people, both 
Jews and Gentiles, have done. To 
forget is immoral. 

But I am giving the impression 
that Richler only writes satire and 
polemic, and that’s not so; this col¬ 
lection also reveals his talents as a 
humorist and CNm occasionally 
shows him to be capable of sen¬ 
timent. 

His humor best shines in Answer¬ 
ing the Ads, from wtUch the title of 
the book comes, as he describes 
some of his experiences in replying 
to the small ads id the backs of U.S. 
and U.K. pulp magazines.

His sentiment is most powerfully 
revealed in his description of the el¬ 
derly Gordon Oalg, revolutionary 
theatre des^er, renowed for his 
design theory in the early part d 
this century, alone and forgotten in 
France. 

His sentiment is a little bit te¬ 
dious, however, when he describes 
his starving-artist-in-a-Paris-garret 
peric^ a$ a young man, but perhaps 
this is jiist me — it’s hard to appre¬ 
ciate the feelings of someone who 
fears turning 40 when you’ve 
reached the ripe old age of 25. 

I have read other reviews of 
Richler which are critical of his 
grouch and grumble tendencies — 
but I^ike that.

The draughty Ionghou<es if the Cjtemain(.is 
iTsa-Mee-Uniss) people dotted the edge of their 
y.vn private inland sea that was ringed about by 
a chain of Gulf Islands. As the warmth of sum,- 
mer faded the cooking fires grew in size and 
tribesmen extended, their feet t~>ward these only 
sources of warmth. Wheicas, palefaces tradi¬ 
tionally hold out their hands to a fire on a cCd 
day Cie Chemainus people of . old toasted th^ir 
feet. 

This CLStoin surprised white men who had r 
ticed the particularly callmisecT and apparently 
insemitive fett of the Coast Indians who rarely 
•wore' foot-coverings of any kind. Tliey could 
scraj^fe over bamacle-c ovei erl rocks witiiout in¬ 
jury I and walk barefooted through snow without 
appali^nl discomfort. Yet they would approach a 
fire on a cold day and immediately begin to toast 
the soles of their feet with obvious enjoyment. 

During the Moon of Thin Ice the fires leaped 
upward to the massive raftei-s; of the longhouses, 
lighting up the stoc^ of f«x)d st.ired up tliere in 
the smok>' loft. Light flickered <^n an enormoiis . 
cache of dried clams, fish. meat, huts and berries 
in their abundance, all taking on §he redolence of 
wood smoke. The atmosphere In tlie uppcB’ storey 
of a longhouse wos acrid enough to, discourage 
mice and other frcoloading vermin of that time. 
Tiie more-aggressive rat family had not yet l>een 
imported by white men. ^ 

Viewed from the outside on a black De¬ 
cember niglit a longhouse apr^eari'd to l)e sonne 
hulking part of the rugged shoreline, tmt red 
firelight dhone out between cracks in titc wall 
planking and sparks showered upward through^ 
smoke-holes in the roof. There was little, danger 
of fire because the roof shakes had l)een 
thoroughly soaked by rain during the previous 
Moon of Blowing Leave.s.

There was a general reluctance to go put- 
dof'rs. but the leaping fires w’ere depleting the 
supply of wood and forcing the issue. .So every 
few days the entire villaj^i- would set out like 
Go'«d King Wenc’Cslas to ctnijlj the beaches and 
the overhanging forest in .search of winter fuel. 

Then there was the alI-im{>ortant matter of 
food. To depend entirely on the stocks hanging up 
in the rafters might result in an emh.irrassing 
shortage when guests arrived. In such an event 
the native code of generosity wouM clemmd that 
guests be .stuffed with fix>d even at the cost C)f the 
hosts starving after the visit. There was onlv one 
.solution to jhe problem; clams. I’nfortunately at 
this time year low' tides occur only at night 
when a clam-digger can't see what he’.-- turning 
up. 

.Midway through the month you can usually 
count on a few clear and still nights when the full 
moon of Thin Ice shines with nhcanny brilliance 
and the bare sands whisper and rustle yith secret 
life under the moonlight. Clams Jet their tiny w.i- 
terspouts to sparkle in the cold light and a host of 
littl-' blue crabs scurry after the receding tide. 

This was the time when an entire village 
would turn out lo thrust in their digging-sticks 
and pry the wet sands apart. Clams were there in 
abundance to fill evcr% basket in the village; 
Mounds of clams grew- beside the fires and t.he 
freshly emptied baskets were returned to the 
beach for another load. Ix»ng before the slow- 
winter daylight hafl filtered in from the east ev- 
er\one would bo gorged with the delight of mcxl- 
ern gourmets, and still the women tended rows of 
clams around th^ fires, where they continued to 
sizzle. hi.ss anid yawn open for yet another hungry 
mouth. 

Two weeks later the Mor»n of Thin b e faded 
to a dying crescent and made way for the excit¬ 
ing month ahead.

Night Before Rescue 

^Seer’ Described 
Hartwell Location 


EDMONTON (CP) - Pilot 
Martin Hartwell’s location in 
the Arctic was described ac¬ 
curately by a clairvoyant the 
night before he was rescued, 
a spokesman for Gateway 
Aviation Ltd. said Saturday. 

Doug Rae, Gateway’s man¬ 


ager and Hartwell’s employ¬ 
er, said the clairvoyant de¬ 
scribed a river and the ter¬ 
rain near where the downed 
plane was found. 

The area described was 
only a few miles from where 
Hartwell was found by Cana- 
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dian Forces search aircraft, 
said Rae. 

The clairvoyant lives in Ed¬ 
monton, but refused to be 
identified. 

Rae said Hartwell would 
have been found without the 
clairvoyant. A regularly- 
scheduled armed forces flight 
picked up a signal from a 
crash position indicator 
Thursday and it was only a 
matter of time before search 
aircraft found him. 

Reports of the distress sig¬ 
nal were not made public, 
however. 

Gateway received about 30 
calls from clairvoyants during 
the month-long search, he 
said, but only the Friday 
night caller w-as accurate. 

The clairvoyant also told 
Rae it appeared that ^vo per¬ 
sons were alive aT’f1i€‘s'cene. 

"They ithe clairvoyant* 
were awfully close. Rcallv,. 
close.” ^ 

Rae said that if the di 5 tre.«;s 
signal had not been received, 
the searchers would have 
used the information from thc^ 
clairvoyant to find Hartwell.

YELLOWI^NIFE, N.W.T. (CP)—Martin Hart- 
well, the pilot v/ho survived 32 days out on the frozen 
Arctic wastekind, sat up in his hospital bed Saturday 
night and described how his companions died one by 
one. 

Hartwell, a native of West Germany w'ith two 
veal’s northern flying experience, was the only one of 
foui* persons to survive after their twin-engined 
Beechcraft disappeared Nov. 8 during a mercy flight. 

Canadian Forces aircraft — which at one point 
were called off the search because it appeared hope¬ 
less— spotted the wreckage of the plane Saturday 
morning, just south of Great Bear Lake, about 500 
miles north of Edmonton. Hartwell was standing be¬ 
side the aircraft and w’as holding a flare. 

Nurse Died in Crash 

Later he told a spokesman for Gateway Aviation, 
his employer, that one of the three passengers, Judith 
Hill, a 27-year old English nuree working for the 
northern health service, died in the crash. 

An Eskimo woman, Necmce Nulliayok who had 
been suffering labor complications, died a few days 
later, he said. 

David Kootook, a 14-ycar-old Eskimo boy be¬ 
lieved to have been suffering an attack of appen¬ 
dicitis, survived for 23 days, the pilot said, but then 
suddenly appeared to lose strength. 

Hartwell was quoted as saying the Eskimo boy 
died shortly after a plane passed almost directly over¬ 
head but did not spot them even though they had a 
fire burning. 

Missed Radio Beacon 

The pilot also told the Gateway representative 
that his plane worked perfectly. However, for some 
unexplained reason, he said, the radio beacon at Cont- 
woyto Lake, 230 miles east of Great Bear Lake, was 
missed. That’s when he started to go off course. 

He could still pick up radio beacons from Fort

Fi-anklin and Fort Reliance but received nothing from 
his destination of Yellowknife. 

The Gateway spokesman said it could not be 
immediately explain^ why the plane went down. 

A Canadian forces spokesman said the craft was 
“heavily damaged” but could provide no details. 

Hartwell was flown here from the rescue site by 
armed forces helicopter after a para-medical team 
was parachuted in. Reportere were not allowed near 
his room, but a doctor said he was in excellent condi¬ 
tion considering his long time in isolation. 

The doctor said both Hartwell’s ankles and one> 
knee were fractured. 

MUlion-Dollar Search 

The downed aircraft, owned by Gateway Aviation 
Ltd. of Ekimonton, had been the object of one of the 
most extensive searches in Canadian aviation history. 
Armed forces spokesmen have said the search cost 
more than $1 million. 

The search had been suspended less than three 
weeks after it started, but was resumed three days 
later on the orders of Defence Minister James 
Richardson. The suspension announcement had 
ci^ated a wave of protest from friends of the missing 
party and other concerned people.

It was a night for incumbents Saturday as voters 
throughout the Greater Victoria area went to the 
polls to choose aldermen and school trustees. 

In most municipalities, 
voter turnout w’as about the 
same as it has been in recent 
years for off-year civic elec¬ 
tions when there were no 
mayoralty races. 

North Saanich was an c.x- 
ception. More than 46 per cent 
of eligible voters turned out in 
what was billed as a lest of 
Mayor Trevor Davis 1972 poli¬ 
cies. 

Davis himself was not up 
for re-election this year, and 
three incumbents who were 
running had been regarded as 
generally anti-Davis can¬ 
didates: They were all re¬ 
turned, and three pro-Davis 
hopefuls defeated. 

But the races were close all 
night and at the end, fewer 
than 275 votes separated the 
front-runner from the last- 
place finisher. 

Else^vllerc, ncwcomer.s had 
little luck cra ck li ng the ranks 
of schoo l boards aihd councils. 
Incumbents were also re¬ 
turned in Victoria. Oak Bay. 
Saanich, Esquimau, Sidney 
and on the Greater Victoria 
and Sookc school boards. 

One notable c.xocption was 
Ted Qayards, three-term 
CerTtral Saanich alderman, 
beaten out l>y newcomer 
David Hill.

Prairie Winter 


THI'^RK IS .NO FOOI. like an old prairie 
dog with a short memory. 

Rant a little about what we are putting up 
with weatherwise and wait for the phone to 
ring. It did, many times. Many times the 
voices on the other end charged, in so many 
words, that my blood had turned thin, that 
my mind had become fallowed with the 
balmy living on our Island. 

•It’s brisk and invigorating.” one caller 
babbled. ■ Just like a fine winter day on the 
Prairies.” 

The reply is obvious. His brain was frozen 
long ago by too much prairie exposure. His 
memory faculties are hardened. His renrH- ■ 
would have trouble bringing events of last 
summer into sharp focu.s. 

STRICTLY for the benefit of those prairie 
immigrants afflicted with frost-bite of the 
thinking process, let me detail all the joys of 
winter living on the Prairies they are miss¬ 
ing. 

Start with that late night exercise de¬ 
signed to get them rolling in the morning. 
Bundle up for a quick trip to the garage, car- 
f*ort or front curb (t ontrary to po()ular belief, 
there are some prairie homes without benefit 
of either gai age or can)ort) to plug the block 
heater on die family auto into the electric 
outlet. This is not really a guarantee that the 
engine will start in the cold dark of the 
mojTiing. but without it, forget it entirely. 

STEP OIT onto hardpan snow that fairly 
crackles on a 35 below morning and offer ufi 
a short prayer the block heate? did its work. 
If not in a garage, spend the ne.xt ten frigid 
minutes .'^craping beautiful ice patterns off 
all windows of the <ar. The best window 
riefi-oster in the world is useless. Like heating 
an outdoor privy with a candle. 

These chores aside, look forward to bump¬ 
ing along nitted roads on square tires, made 
that way by the penetrating frost that knows 
no harrier. 

I^rive the four or fiie miles to work and 
with a particularly good car heater, look for 
the auto to become slightly warm as you juill 
up to your parking tf?i>ot. which is in\ ariably, 
three blocks away fitmi the office. 

Plug in the block heater, walk tliose three 
blocks and remo\e the small icicles from the 
end of your nose upon entering the building. 
Be < areful not to snap off the end of the nose 
in the [trocess. 

THE^■ II.W E forgotten su< h wintei -time 
lollies as waiting on a cold, blustery «orner 
for a transit bus that is late because of road 


conditions. The little open-air shelters at bus 
stops provide precious little comfort excet)t 
to the roaming dogs of the neighborhood. 

The .ioy of decorating the exterior of a 
hou.se with Christmas lights loses s ime of 
its im|)act when you attempt the .job in sub¬ 
zero temperatures. They receive marks for 
dogged determination and for having the 
foresight to load up on hot rums or mulled 
wine before the decorating ordeal. Wonder if 
they recall the blue language that fell on 
frost blue air as they picked through dozens 
of stacked trees before getting the right one 
to install in the living room. 

.MOST PRAIRIE cities have bylaws about 
.^now on sidewalks. Clear it away or suffer a 
summons. A five-inch snowfall, drifted into 
lieautiful but hard dunes, is an abominable 
clearing chore calculated to slip discs, 
wrench arms from «o<kets. overwork nil 
kinds of dormant muscles and to i»ul unrea¬ 
sonable strain on the heart. 

It u.sed t > l)e no trouble using coin of the 
realm to bribe youngsters into doing this .iol> 
for you, but somehow or other they've be¬ 
come too independent for such exertions. The 
old man, or yes. even the lady of the house, 
is stuck with this joy of winter living today. 

THE OlTDOOR recreations like skiing, 
skating, toboganning. lose something in the 
real brass monkey weather. I wish I had a 
buck for every frozen nose, every frozen 
finger, every frozen toe picked uji in the 
iour.se of pursuing siKirting delight.s in that 
"healthy dry” cold of the Prairie.«v 

"I miss the different sea.sons out here on 
the coast,” Ls a favorite if somewhat inane 
remark. What’s so great about two seasons 
lU months winter and tw<» months fflicky sled¬ 
ding. Trees turn color here too. hut mcnn>- 
ries play tricks and stubble jumpers insist it 
is done w ith more s|)lash back 'home." 

I ( AN SEE the merit of such pastlimes as 
putting on chains, removing frozen batteries, 
thawing nut frozen differentials with bimv 
torches, the skill of using jumi)er cables. Arul 
‘•f salted roads and car bodies that disin¬ 
tegrate with that salt in a few short years. 

I am remiss for not using prideful memo¬ 
ry to extol the pure ambrosia of a w inter day 
at the corner of Portage and .Main. Kighth 
and First, Jasper and 101st or any of the 
other frozen cul do sac.s the length anti 
breadth of the Prairies.

Pilot Survives

The aircraft was located 
while cheeking out a trans- 
raissinn fn>ni a cra.sh position 
Indicator. The signal was 
picked u|» Thui-sday by an 
armed forces Hercules on a 
scheduled flight. 

The area in whirls -the sig¬ 
nal was heard was searched 
late Thursday and all day Fri¬ 
day with no results. 

The loeati m the dawned 
aircraft was about 180 miles 
west of Hs planned course and 
outJdrte “the original'seaixh 
area. 

'I'he plane had been on a 
3 ’ 9 -hnur flight from Cam¬ 
bridge FSy on Victoria Island 
in the higJi Arctic to YeHow- 
knife. All thi'ec pa.ssengers 
were from Spence Ray, 
N.W.T.. a tiny settlement on 
the Boothia Peninsula cast of 
Cambridge Hay. 

.Miss Hill, who came to Can¬ 
ada three years ago. and her 
patients, had hitched an air 
1 ide to Cambridge Bay earlier 
in the day on another Ciate- 
Avay plane. They were going 
to Yellowknife because there 
are no doctors or hospital fa- 
cilitios in Spence Bay. 

Hartwell had been doing 
I harler work, hut volunteered 
to fly the group to Yellow¬ 


knife when ho leamod^that the 
youth and fuegnant ^wornan 


needed immediate medical 
help. 

There was no indication 
whether the aircraft crashed 
or just made a forced landing. 
Hartwell had been flying ear¬ 
lier that day and had re|)ortcd 
running into severe icing t on- 
ditions. The plane was not 
equipped with de-icing equip¬ 
ment. 

The aircraft was wcll- 
st«»rked f<ir winter survival. 
There were five sleejiing hags 
aboard, and all four ficrsons 
were warmly dressed. There 
al.so were heavy canvass en¬ 
gine eoverivITWhich could be 
made into a tent. 

There were enough rations 
to last five persons about six 
days, but midway through the 
.search, an Arctic surxival e.x- 
pert said the food could be 
stretched to last much longer. 

The ration kit contained six 
tins of corned beef, 10 pack¬ 
ages of raisins. .30 tea bags. 12 
sou|) cubes, one box of p<iw- 
dered eggs, four packages of 
soup mi.x and a variety of 
condiments.

Miss Haley’s father. Dr. K. 
David Haley, chairman of the 
mathematics department at 
Acadia" tftltVersity in Wolf- 
vlllc, N.S.. said in a letter to 
the Toronto (Jlobe and Mail 
that the .search had been con¬ 
ducted in a half-hmrted man¬ 
ner. 

About a week after the air¬ 
craft disappeared, search air¬ 
craft picked" up brief distress 
signals near Contwoyto Ijike, 
about 2.3(1 miles east of ('.rest 
Bear Lake, and on the plane's 
suspected flight path. The sig¬ 
nals couldn’t be fixed, howev¬ 
er, and that was the last solid 
clue in the .search until Thurs¬ 
day. 

\3’eather was a ina.ior factor 
in the search. .l.ow clouds, ice 
fog and the notorious Arctic 
white<iuts often hampered the 
.search. The whileouts are 
caused by 'loo.se snow being 
whipr»cd about the rolling 
northern plains by strong 
winds. 

Temijeiaturcs in the north 
at this time or year can go as 
Inw' as 60 below zero, not in¬ 
cluding the wind chill factor. 
At one point during the 
search, the temperature in 
the Contwoyto Lake area was 
more than 40 degrees below. 

The Arctic barren*! are ixv 
pulated only by small bands 
of nomadic Eskimos. Except 
0)1* migrating herds of Cari- 
l)ou, which follow set pat¬ 
terns. there is little big game. 

The otily OhkI Hartwell 
might have been able to take 
from land would l>e small 
Arctic partridge and hares. 
These could have been 
snared with the wire he car¬ 
ried in the plane. 

Snowfall is light on the bar¬ 
rens and lichen.s and other 
form.s of vegetable matter can 
he uncovered easily. But. sur¬ 
vival experts say. these le¬ 
gumes don't provide much nu¬ 
trition unless they are eaten 
in huge amounts. 

Rocky outcroppings are the 
only nature shelter on the des¬ 
olate plains. There i< no wood 
for fuel. The only trees are 
dwarf hashes which are few 
and far between. 

Other persons have sur¬ 
vived almost two i^ionths in 
the .Arctic winter. In F'ehru- 
ary. 19(i7. pilot Roheri Gau- 
chip. then 39. survived 38 days 
al«»ne near the .Arctic Circle. 

His aircraft went down in 
the same area, alioul (M) miles 
east of Great Rear Lake, and 
finally was spotted hy a geiv 
logical •ompanv plane. A sur* 
vivial kit had kept him alive 
through hitter weather and hr* 
was al'le to eat some nf the 
cargo of fish which hi.s plane 
was carrying. 

(Jne of the greatest northern 
sagas involved two .Americans 
whose plane crashed in 
.March. 1%.3. in northern Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

Ral|)h Flores of .San Biimo. 
Calif., then 42. and Helen Kla- 
hen. tlien '_M. of Brooklyn. 
N.Y.. survived 19 days with 
virtually n(» ffwMl. .An SOn.

Sewage Hopes High 


NANAIMO — The Ntnaimo 
Regional Sawer authority ex¬ 
pects that the final completion 
date for the $9 million sewage 
collection and treatment proj¬ 
ect will be met without dif¬ 
ficulty. 


In a progress report issued 
Saturday, project director A. 
W. MacDonald said that sec¬ 
tions two, three and four of 
the shoreline interceptor art 
now virtually completed and 
part of them has been tested. 
The Dillingham Oorp. reports 
that its part of the project, on 
the Indian reserve property 
and adjacent to Newcastle 
Chaiuial, is nearly complete 
with only testing and property 
reinstatement remaining to be 
done. 


“D. Robinson Construction 
should have the mid-town sec¬ 
tion completed by year-end 
but the Millstone River cross¬ 
ing will not be attempted until 
favorable tide.s exist in 1973,’’ 
MacDonald said. 


A 68-inch interceptor line 
now is being installed through 
the parking lot at the B.C. 
Ferries terminal at Departure 
Bay after being delayed by 
expansion work at the termi¬ 
nal itself. 


The Hammond Bay force 
' main is what MacDonald calls 
•‘99-pei>ccnt complete” with 
only cleanup and property 
reinstatement remaining. He 
adds that all pressure testing 
and air valve inspection had 
been done prior to passing the 
engineering standards and 
specifications. 


Work has just begun on the 
interceptor line which will 
feed into the treatment plant 
and on the 36-inch line which 
will carry treated effluent to 
the beach at Hammon Bay^ 
The contiact has been let to 
Norseman Construction and 
Engineering Ltd. 


“Of total cdSt of the 
pioject, appro.ximately 50 per 
cent of the work and o.xpendi- 
turcs are completed.” Mac¬ 
Donald said. 


Still remaining to he done is 
work on the laying of a 
6,600-foot line from the Ham¬ 
mond Bay beach to the outfall 
which will be located east of 
Five Finger Island. 


The pipe is to be layed on 
the ocean floor at a depth of 
240 feet and will connect to a 
650-foot diffuser. The two 
300-foot arms on the diffuser 
contain 104 three-inch ports for 
the discharge of treated ef¬ 
fluent. These ports. Mac¬ 
Donald said, will discharge 
against the prevailing current 
to ensure maximum dilution.

NANAIMO The Nanaimo 
Kin.smen Cub will donate 
more than 512,000 to the cost 
of construction of a major 
recreational facility here if 
the project is approved in a 
district-wide referendum next 
year. 


The decision to make the 
donation was taken at the 
club’s regulai meeting in 
Nanaimo last week. 


The recreation complex, as 
envisaged at this time by the 
Nanaimo Regional District 
Board, would consist of an in¬ 
door ice arena, a large swim¬ 
ming pool and a performing 
aits centre. 


It would be located at Exhi¬ 
bition Park in Northficld on 
property which the board will 
purchase from the city of 
Nanaimo, again if the referen¬ 
dum passes 


The club has raised the 
money over a»period, of lime 
thjpugh many projects, in¬ 
cluding the three-night radio 
auction staged here last week. 


A club spokesman said the 
funds will be turned over to 
the joint service clubs cQuncil 
here which will administer it. 
The joint council is involved 
>vith the regional district 
board in all phases of plan¬ 
ning for tlie project, the tost 
of which is estimated at $2 
million. 


Peace Hero 


Tenders will be called for 
this part of the project on 
Monday and will be return¬ 
able by Jan. 30. 


The calling of tenders and 
the subsequent construction of 
the Departure Bay pumping 
station will not be undertaken 
until spring, probably in April 
of 19T3. 


•Pumping equipment has 
been ordered from Worthing¬ 
ton of Canada for delivery In 
August of ne.xt year. 


The equipment consists of 
four variable-speed. 14-inch 
sewer pumps, four 350-horse¬ 
power electric motors and a 
caterpillar diesel engine as a 
standby in case of power fail¬ 
ure. 


"As an added precaution, 
the interceptor into the pump 
station will allow two days 
storage until about 1985. No 
overflow will be permitted 
into Departure Bay,” the 
project director said. 


The design study, for the 
station, he added, was con¬ 
cerned with blending with sur¬ 
rounding development, noise 
level and shielding with a 
landscaping plan. 


“The crossing of the ferry 
loading lanes will not be at¬ 
tempted until after the holi¬ 
day season traffic rush is 
over. And, work sdong the 
beach beIo\v the Ciiaire Sub¬ 
division will possibly be held 
up until the ferry terminal 
work is completed,” he said. 


Preliminary planning is un¬ 
derway for the polution con¬ 
trol centre or treatment plant. 


MacDonald said that over 
the past few months, 
members of the board of the 
Nanaimo Rgional Sewer Au¬ 
thority have visited eight sew¬ 
age treatment plants, involv¬ 
ing a wide range of equip¬ 
ment and processes. 


He said authority chairman 
Rod Glen will be issuing a 
statement sometime next 
month dealing with the design 
and process to be employed 
for the new plant. 


On the question of shielding 
the plant from view, a matter 
which has been of concern to 
residents using Hammond 
Bay Road. MacDonald said, 
"Present studies indicate that 
by a' planned landscaping pro¬ 
gram. most of the plant can 
be shielded from view. The 
100-foot setback from Ham¬ 
mond Bay Road will display 
landscaping priorities such as 
retaining of the present trees, 
utilization of the stream on 
the property for ponds as well 
as man-made facilities. 


"Completion dale for the 
pollution control program is 
Etec. 31,1974. and we arc con¬ 
fident that this schedule can 
be achieved.” MacDonald 
said.
